PLANNED BY BRITISH? 
Concession Forms Important Link 
of Line to Persia and Thence 
to India. ~ 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 17 (4sso- 
ciated Press).—The evacuation of Batum 
by | British. forces is reported to have 
been contingent. upon agreement on, the 
part. of Georgian. Republic to a 








British concession to build a railway 
from. Batum to Kars, free passage 
through Georgia of goods destined. for 
other countries, and destruction of the 
fortifications of the city of Batum. 

The railway route-thus opened js--of 
prime importance to the British Empire, 
as the proposed ‘line would connect ‘at 
Kars with that already constructed to 
Tabriz, Northern Persia- This railway 
communiéation withthe Black Sea prob- 
ably wotl@ bd eVentuaily- extended from 
Tabriz to Teheran and connected with 
the overland route to India.

Opposing Pay Cut, Paterson Union 
~, Says It Is Nota Strike.

PATERSON, N. J., July 7.—Broad 
silk-weavers who are members of Local 
989, United Textile Workers, have 
adopted a resolution calling upon every 
member of the ‘local union whose: ‘pay, 
has been cut to quit work under penalty 
of being expelled from the union.

MES A. Jones and Other Noted 
Dramatists Coming, Says 
Lasky, Back from Europe. 


« Sa IS TO DIRECT “ PAN” 


‘Famous Players Official.Finds For- 
eign Picture Industries Far Be- 
hind Ours, but Fast Improving. 


Practically all the best known play- 
wrights and authors of England are 
about to turn their talents into the field, 
of the movies, and many are coming to 
America within the next six months to 
learn the technique of screen. drama 
writing. This statement was-made yes* 
terday by Jesse L. Lasky, First Vice 
President of. the Famous Players-Lasky 
Corporation, when he arrived on the 
Celtic from a trip to England and 
France, during which he inspected the 
London studios of his corporation, its 
fashion bureau in Paris, and gathered 
information on the moving picture in- 
dustries of Burope. 

Mr. Lasky said that he had: gone .to 
Europe: chiefly to make. arrangements 
with British authors to write scenarios 
for the Paramount Pictures. Judging 


from his own account of his success, al- 
most no. English author of note escaped. 


For instance, G. Bernard Shaw, he said, 
was cosoperating with the new form of 
picture narrative, and arrangements 
have been made- with Sir James M. 
Barrie for him to come to America. in 
the Fall to direct the screen version 
of ‘‘ Peter Pan,’’ 

Mr. Lasky said that he had made ar- 
rangements with H. @& Wells to adapt 
some of his stories for the movies: A 
few other English authors who are to 
write movies are Arnold Bennett, who 
will come*to America this Winter and 
write for the screen; Edward Knob- 
lock, arriving in September to write 
scenarios. Robert Hichens, E. Phillips 
Oppenheim, Compton Mackenzie, R. C. 
Carton and Max Pemberton are to write 
a set of moving picture. stories. Also 
Henry Arthur Jones is to come here to 
study y <tee technique and write direct- 
ly for the movies. 

** The moving picture industries of Bu- 
rope,”’ said Mr. Lasky, “are very far 
behind many American companies. They 
have, however, been much more held 
back on account of the war than we 


have, and are now about where we were 
tive years ago. They are now learning 
very quickiy and are catching up to 
us and will eventually, particularly Hng- 
land, Italy and Germany, make Amer- 
ican companies hustie.. Our photoplays 
will have to improve in proauction all 
the time, or we will nat stay in the lead. 

‘We spend in this country about Live 
times more in money on a production. 
They know comparativeiy little about 
lighting and are yery deficient in many 
other branches of the industry. We tound 
that the methods in use in this country 
for some little time were utterly un- 
known in. Europe.” 

Mr. Lasky explained that the English 
writers he had induced to write scenarios 
wére to have their pictures produced in 
Iengland at the Famous Players-Lasky 
studio, just completed in London. The 
authors are merely coming to this coun- 
try to learn our technique and will re- 
— to England to write their photo- 
plays. 


SHARKS AND THEIR HABITS, 


A Skate, It Seems, is a Shark Flat- 
tenéed Out to Lie on the Bottom. 


The shark is the most feared of any 
fish by bathers and frequenters of the 
water. Every year the presence of 
sharks is observed in local.waters, and 
shark. stories have come to bé among 
the most sensational of fish stories.. The 
sharks which frequent local waters are, 
generally speaking, harmless, extept the 
man-eater shark, whose real presence is 
infrequent. 

** The first young shark of the season,” 
John T, Nichols, head of the department 
of recent fishés at the Museum of Nat- 
ural History, said, ‘ was recently ob- 
tained from the pounds back of Sandy 
Hook by the Aquarium’s collecting boat 
Seahorse. From tip of nose to tip of 
tail it was just the length of the largest 
container used to rush living fishes from 
the pounds to the spacious well.in the 
Seahorse, where they make their trip to 
Battery Park in comparative comfort,’’ 

When recently born, such little sharks 
are, smaller than large.- dogfish, but 
more. graceful in form, less attenuated 
and’ flattened. Dogfish have blunt 
teeth, whichi are very. suitable for 
handling small crabs and the like, 
whereas the teeth of the shark: are 
sharp. During the niidsummer season 
many adult female ground sharks enter 
the bays in the vicinity about New York 
City, .where they give birth to their 
young, which are usually slightly under 
two feet long and about ten-in number. 





While with us the old sharks feed on’ 


various bottom fishes, the flatfish or 
Winter flounder very largely predom- 
inating. Flatfish are well hidden by 
their similarity in color to the bottom 
on which they Hie, but tlie sharks prob- | 
ably have little difficulty in finding 
them through the sense of smell, -which 
they use to a greater extent than most 
other fishes. 

Certain species of sharks in other parts 
of the world lay eggs, but the so-called 
sharks’ eggs found on beaches hereabout 
are in reality skates’ eggs. <A skate is 
nothing more or less than a shark flat- 
tered to He on the bottom just as a 
flounder does. The flounder, however, 
lies on one side, whereas the skate Iles 
face down, and is flattened symmetri- 
‘} cally from ttop to bottom. In the proc-

Palestine #00n may take its place 
among industrial nations and ancient 
Jerusalem may become a humming mart 
of modern trade, if projects in contem- 
plation are realiz One*such project 
is that of building a tunnel from the 
Dead.Sea to the Mediterranean, passing 
under Jerusalem, which would utilize 
the variation in levels to provide water 
power for stations along the way. A 
second suggestion’ is to build a new 
industrial zone about Jerusalem while 
the ancient city is preserved intact. 

In this connection the National’-Geo- 
graphic Society has issued, from its 
Washington headquarters, the following 
announcement, based on’ a communhica- 
tion to the society by John D. Whiting: 

“The present day villages are located, 
as a rule, either-on the top of hills, 
originally for protection, or near some 
spring or source of water. Many. are 
built upon the foundations whose origin 
dates back thousands of years. ‘There 


does, not exist a single example of a 
peasant village that has been tuunded 
in ,modern times. 

“‘Many have pictured Mary and

**On one side is an open fireplace, 
with a chimney _ruhnhing ‘through the 
wall and terminating on the roof, often 
in an old water jar whose bottom has 
been. knocked out, and so becomes a 
sort of smokestack. ‘Many houses have 
no chimneys at all; email holes through 
the wall, or the windows, furnish the 
only exit for the smoke, which on Win- 
ter days fairly fills the house. 

™ The furniture is very simple—a 
crudely decorated bridal chest, a straw 
mat, or heavy woven woolen rug, which 
covers part of the floor, and matresses 
with thick quilts and hard pillows, which 
at night are spread on the floor. The 
cooking utensils are few in number—one 
clay cooking pot, a couple of lar 
wooden bowis_in which to knead the 
dough and a couple of smaller ones used 
to eat from.

‘* Below the mastaby, or raised plat- 
form, just described, among arches so 
low that a man can scarcely swalk erect, 
are the Winter quarters of the goats 
and sheep.

The rest of the floor space, 
which is open to the ceiling, is devoted 
to the few work cattle and perhaps a 
donkey or camel. Around the wall are 
primitive Mangers for the cattle, built 
of rough slabs of ‘stone placed on edge 
and plastered up with mortar. e 

vs Often the owner makes a small 
raised place on which he sleeps at night 
to keep better watch over the. newly 
‘porn lambs, lest in the crowded quar- 
ters some get crushed or trodden down 
by the older ones. Here he often sleeps 
by preference on a cold night, for he 
says the breath of the animals keeps 
him warm.”

Within the steep 
walls of the Kinsman Notch, 
which tumbles Beaver Brook, a mis- 
nomer in recent years, the beaver will 
have its favorite topography in which 
to propogate and work under the foot- 
hills of Moosilauke Mountain. 

The animals set free were the gift 
of the State Forester of Minnesota, 
who selected’*them from a breeding col- 
ony in a. State rk situated at the 
headwaters of e Mississippi. ‘The 
beayer are descendants of a family in- 
troduced into Minnesota from Canada, 
which have multiplied and prospered 
there and are now contributing to the 
re-establishment of the species in an- 
other State. .

EXPORTS OF FOOD 
DOUBLE IN FIVE YEARS 


0,000 | But on Early Return to Noar- 


mal Conditions Is 
Anticipated. 


Statistics just made public by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
through The Market Reporter show that 
exports of food doubled in: volume in 
the last five years. Many items showed 
a much greater increase, condensed 
milk, for instance, showing an increase 
of 2,328. per cent. An early return fo 
normal conditions is anticipated, and as 
to the future of. American agriculture 
the department’s publication says: 

** There need be no alarm as :to the 
abHity of the United States ‘te hold: its 
own in foreign trade in -agtiecuitural) 
products. Even before the great war 
the-exports of breadstuffs were increas- 
ing each year. The progress of Amer- 
ican agriculture during the .war is but 
an indication of what can be done in 
the. future if prices of agricultural 
products are high enough to enable the 
American farmer to compete with other 
industries for labor. 

“A déwnward ‘trend. df-American ex- 
port trade in foodstuffs and an upward 
trend in domestic Cpe ges tion marked 
the decade from 1900 to 1 ** eontinues 
The Market Reporter. 
pointed out by economists ag indicating 
that the United States would become less 
self-supporting as the increase in popu- 
lation outstripped the production of the 
principal foodstuffs; in other words, 
that this. county would be an, importer 
of food rathér than an exporter.

“an educated, able person obliged to. 
live under those conditions: 

Moscow, March 2 2, 1920. 

“Since we parted with you one year 
and a half have passed,.and during 
this year and a half our life may be 
ealled an incessant nightmare. 

Here Is our short ‘‘ Curriculum Vitae ” 
for this period: e 

* <1) My stores with all goods contained 
have been confiscated. (2) My. business 
having been confiscated,. I. was dis- 
eharged without any salary, ‘and left 
without compensation. (3) All my pri- 
vate belongings, principally clothes and 
linen, were taken away; (4), and I was 
myself arrested by the oxtraordinary 
commission and kept in prison for four 
months. (5) My wife was also arrested 
and kept in prison one month at the 
seme time-the remnants of-our belong- 
ings were taken from us. 

After having been separated for eight 
months I succeeded in joining my wife 
again, and what we had to go through 

during these ‘eight months word. cannot 
express. We-are the shadow of our 
former selves. If we had been imprisoned 
for some real reason, but there was no 

_ reason whatever; we were not judged, 
simply ‘were in prison, stiffering from 
hunger,.. lice; suffering «physically and 

- <amerally, jand’ then. simply released: 

At one time I was. even “@icardidate 
for being shot, and only saved; by being 
transferred to Moscow, here friends 
siicceeded in obtaining ‘treédom. 
‘My only guilt was that somebody 
wantéd. (as our poet Kryloff says) to 
éat and I was in his way, defending my 
rights to.my propérty,: which they took 
away from, me on ‘no. legal grounds; 
“similariy guilty was my wife—she

themselves, hence denunciation,~ .per-

_timre our. servants cleared ott. every- 

ng. ' 

At this moment we are, inthe full 
(meaning of the word; “ proletarians,’’

has not even such—she is wearing some 
sort of- homemade slippers, Our shirts 
have beén made out of. curtains; those 
curtains were only sufficient for myself, 
counting a change cvery fortnight.

OLVERA SEES CHANCE 


{POR PEACE IN MEXICO 


Fugitive. General Says Opposi- 
tion to Huerta Is Growing, but 
Reconciliation Is Possible. 


URGES GENERAL AMNESTY 


Gives New Details of Carranza’s As- 
sassinatién —Describes Ca- 
brera’s Clever Escape. 


The opposition to the Huerta régime 
in- Mexico is strong. and is gaining 
ground rapidly because of the persecu- 
tion of former army officers and other 
Place holders under Carranza, according 
to a statement made yesterday to THE 
Times by General Norberto .C. Olvera, 
who was the last military commander of 
the Federal District of. Mexico under the 
Carranza administration and who was 
in command of all the infantry troops 
which served as the guard and escort 
of the late President. 

In his suite at the Hotel’ Newton, 2,528 
Broadway, yesterday, General Olvera 
described conditions in Mexico. 

“The opposition to Huerta started be- 
cause of his imprisonment and persecu- 
tion of friends of -Carranza,’’ said Gen- 
eral Olvera. These include Generals 
Murguia, Mario and ‘Montes. The 
charges against these men have been 
framed up. They are not legally held. 
The case of General Murguia was espe- 
clally flagrant. He is the only man 
who can whip Villa in the north. He 
was in charge of all the troops of the 
Carranza train. and was with the Presi- 
dent until the last moment. 

Chance for Reconciliation. 


‘There is an excellent opportunity 
for a reconciliation between the oppos- 
ing forces if these Generals and others 
are freed and a general aninesty is 
granted to all the enemies of the present 
régime. 

*“*Upon the death of Carranza the 
Generals who are now in prison tele- 
graphed to Mexico City and asked for 
permission to escort’ the body to the 
capital. They were assured they.would 
be permitted to. go to Mexico City as 
an escort without ‘hindrance. The train 
bearing the body of the late President 
stopped in a suburb and the Generals 
and others were taken off and put’ into

000 Tons a Month—Shipments 
Only 23,000,000. 


A committee of bituminous coal opera- 
tors has compiled and submitted to the 
conference of operators and railway 
executives, who are meeting here to de- 
vise ways and means to end the coal 
shortage, an up-to-the-minute report of 
conditions in the coal fields. The report 
is based upon adequate and accurate 
records of production and shipments 
and on reports of the United States 
Geological Survey. 

A careful analysis has been made of 
the present shortage of coal in the 
Northwest dependent upon lake- ship- 
ments, in New England and in certain 
localities throughout the territory east 
of the Mississippi River and north of 
the Ohio River. The report follows: 

‘‘The coal producing districts of Penn- 
sylvania, Maryland, West Virginia, 
Eastern Kentucky and Ohio since April, 
1920, have been able to ship only about 
three per cent. more coal than tn 1919. 

‘* The market demand on this territory 
requires. shipments of about 28,000,000 
tons of bituminous coal. per month, but 
the shipments from the mines supplying 
this territory for April, May and June 
have averaged only about 23,000,000 tons 
per month, simply because not enough 
railway. cars. have been available at the 
mines to make the shipment-required. 

‘“Up._ to the 15th of July. the shortage 
in the movement up the Great Lakes 
|.fer.. the. -supply -of.the Northwestern 
States and Canada exceeds 5,000,000 


tons, The movement of coal to New 
England has not been and is not ade- 


quate. 

“ With the shipment from the minés 
-aver@ging a. total quantity less than 
current réquirements in the territory 
east of the Mississippi River and north 
of. the Ohio River, ‘any - diversion .of 
coal- out of the present production for 
‘the rpose of increasing the movement 
te New England and to the Northwest- 
ern States and Canada via the takes 
will certainly produce a more serious 
shortage in the other consuming dis- 
tricts dependent upon the mines of the 
Central and Northern Appalachian 
fields... 

“The situation requires an immediate 
minimum increase of 25 ‘per cent. in 
shipments from the mings of the coal 
flelds mentioned. Current shipments 
from the mines must be increased by a 
minimum of 5,000,000 tons ‘monthly. 

“The mines in the fields under dis- 
cussion have sufficient developed capac- 
ity, with men and machinery entirely 
adequate, to peoauce and ship more than 
the total quantities required. Primary 
limitation on pments has been and 1s 
a jack of railroad cars to move the 
product from the mines.’’

State Instructors Flock to 


Schools in Eight Cities to 
Prepare for Fall Work.

MANY COVERED 


Opening of Continuation School 


Program and Pay Increase 
Prove Attractive..

ALBANY, July 17.—Four thousand 
men and women teachers in the State 
have given up their vacations and are 
attending classes in. the teacher 
Plattsburghs"’ suggested recently by 
Dr. John H. Finley, Commissioner of 
Education. These men and women are 
equipping themselves so as to complete 
their preparation for teaching in the 
Fall when the schools open and thus 
aid in eliminating the shortage of 
teachers. 

In Albany, the State Teachers Col- 
lege has 700 teachers registered ; Buffalo 
Normal, 884; Oneonta, 725; Geneseo, 
750, and Oswego, 550. In these cities 
Summer sessions have been the rule for 
several years, but in three other normal 
schools the first Summer sessions are 
being conducted this year and the regis- 
tration shows active interest “in - all 
three. New Paltz has registered 111; 
Plattsburg, 110, and Potsdam, -150. 

Dr. George M. Wiley, Assistant Com: 
missioner. for Elementary Education; 
plans to visit all of these schools in the 
next few. days. 
Gommissioner Frank B; Gilbert went: to 
Oswego during the week and spoke at 
2 continuatidn school dinner which was 
held there. Dr. Finley also plans to 
visit. the schools soon. “ 
. The large registration this year i the 
schools is due to tw0 causes in the opit- 
ion of Dr. Wiley. _The campaign carried 
on the past year for recruiting the teach- 
ing profession, culminating in legisla- 
tion. increasing salaries, has attracted 
many to the’ field again and they are 
willing to devote‘a large amount of time 
and work to making themselves .better 
fitted for. the places they have or are 
seeking. 

‘rhe second cause is the opening in the 
schools of the State the coming ‘all of 
the contindation. school prugram, Dr. 
Wiley thinks, his work is entirely new 
to most teachers and a special course in 
methods is being given at Oswego which 
will fit skillea, mechanics to’ assume 
teaching responsibilities. in the trades in 
the schools. 

Many fields‘are covered in the Sum- 
mer courses this year. They supplement 
the reguiar teacher training courses and 
enable teachers to carry forward profes- 











sional work toward a normal diploma 
or higher form of teachers’ certiricate. 
It is expected that hundreds of recruits 
to the teach profession will be ready 
to enter the field when the schools re- 
open in the Fall. 

State College in Albany offers special 
courses for high school principals And 
teachers, for. elementary school prini- 
pals and supervisors and teachers and 
for college graduates. There is also a 
complete Americanization course in 
methods of immigrant education. 

Geneseo specializes on library train- 
ing while Oneonta, New Paltz and Pots~ 
sam offer professional courses dealing 
with general elementary school prob- 
lems. In all the Summer schools physi- 
cal training is stressed. 

Instructors assigned by various 
branches of the State Department of 
Education are lecturing at ail the 
schools and the department is convinced 
that the first step in solving its prob- 
lem of obtaining enough -teachers and 
the right teachers has been en:

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PROPOSES NATIONAL 
FINGERPRINTBUREAU 


Faurot Would- Put Entire Sys- 
tem of Identification Under 
Government Control. 


PREDICTS IT WILL BE DONE 


Pian for Compulsory Identification 
Record of All Infants Approved 
by Dr. Copeland. 


When Joseph A. Faurot, Deputy Police 
Commissioner, . suggested At a recent 
conference of the health authorities, the 
Public Administrator, the Chief Medical 
Examiner and other city officials that 
the Sanitary Code be amended to make 
it obligatéry that fingerprint records of 
new-born infants be made part of the 
birth certificate filed, he had in mind 
the beginning of.a broader and more 
comprehensive .plan. This was the Fed- 
éral control of fingerprinting, so that, 
under a universal plan, there would be 
no more unknown dedd, no unidentified 
criminals, no identities lost beyond re- 
gaining and the opportunity for fraud 
reduced to a minimum. 

The question of fingerprinting babies 
was one of the first things reported by 
Frank J. Monaghan, Deputy Health 
Commissioner, to Dr, Reyal 8. Cope- 
land, Health Commissioner, when. the 
latter returned from Europe en Thurs- 
day. Dr. Copeland thinks well of the 
plan. % 

Deputy Commissioner Faurot pointed 
out that it was not generally known how 
much need there was-of protecting: the 
identity of babies. In hospitals where 
there are many maternity cases jnfants 
are tagged either by writing. a name on 
a strip of adhesive plaster and pasting 
it on the child’s back or by tying a coi- 
ored ribbon on it. The system is loose 
and it is suspected mistakes are some- 
times made that are not rectified. 

Two cases came to public attention re- 
cently in which mothers got wrong 
babies. One was an Italian woman who 
got a wrong baby because the ribbon 
came off and she did not discover the 
substitution until after she had left the 
hospital. The other was a.-mother who 
suspected her baby had gone astray, and 
subsequent investigation verificd her 
suspicion. : 


Best Means of Identification, 


“The fingerprint is the best means of 
identification there is,” said , Commis- 
sioner Faurot.. *‘ Here ‘we do not in- 
cline favorably toward: it ‘pecarise in this 
country it has been developed: thfough 
use in identifying criminals.

“With the finger- 
printing of every one at_ birth there 
would Be available a record that would 
not only safeguard the public but would 
as well safeguard the individual. 

‘‘I beliéve the time will come when 
there will be such a system under Fed- 
eral control. I. do not mean that it is 
coming sooh, but it will come graduali 
With fingerprinting in one city this 
usefulness would be limited, but with 
such a plan working country-wide there 
could be no unidentified dead, no ‘loss 
of identification through loss of memory 
end no wrong heirs turning up to claim 
fortunes. 


Savings Banks Use Fingerprints. 


‘Savings banks are using it as a 
means of identifying the ‘illiterate. The]. 
making of a mark in place of a sig- 
nature was ho great protection, and 50 
the banks found out.

LITERARY PRESIDENTS. 


Senator HarpinG has taken pains, a 
trifle unnecessarily, to assert that he is 
mo superman. He wants to be known 
@8 4 merely “ normal” citizen. -Like Sir 
Andrew Aguecheek, he is ready to con- 
fess: *‘ Methinks sometimes I have no 
: “more wit than a Christian or an ordi- 
“nary man has.” And, the friends of 
Governor Cox are best pleased to de- 
, @eribe him as not a towering genius, 

‘but a firm-footed business man of 
proved exécutive talent. This lack of 
thundering in the index concerning both 
- ‘eandidates indicates a certain break with 

. the American tradition which has fondly 
craved great men in the Presidency, and 
Ihas often thrust greatness upon them 
when they neither were born with it nor 
had achieved it. There may be doubts 
about this, in the ¢ase of both Harpinc 
and Cox, but there can be no doubt 
' about one thing: Neither of those gentle- 
men will add to the line of literary 
Presidents. 

It may seem hard for a newspaper to 
admit this, since both Cox and Harpine 
have been editors and proprietors of 
newspapers. But frankness compels the 
admission that journalism is one thing 
and literature is another. They some- 
times touch, but seldom blend. A man 

_ of letters may be also a journalist, but 
is not the. former simply because he is 
the latter, Sir James Barr once 
@ravely contended that the way in which 
@ journalist becomes 4 literary man is 
aimply to cease being a journalist. This

he provoked more literature’ than he 
had. Neither in personal production— 
even including his multitudinous letters 
—nor in an abounding and astonishing 


interest in the works of his. contempo-, 


raries could he match Mr, ROOSEVELT. 


The second ADAMS was a man widely: 


read as well as widely traveled. Of 
possessing the nicer literary tastes and 
enthusiasms, however, he gave no great 
evidence. He thought the language used 
by, SHAKESPEARE “ queer”; it surely was 
not in the conventional style of a “ State 
paper.” And in his immortal Diary 
ADAMS was more intent upon embalming 
his enemies than upon fine writing. His 
latest successor in the Presidency has 
displayed manifold literary gifts far ex- 
ceeding his. 

Of what avail is literature to a states- 
man? D1sRaeu said that a public man 
who is also a literary man carries a 
two-edged sword. One of those edges, 
unhappily, sometimes wounds himself: or 
his friends. The ability to make a tell- 
ing speech or write a pungent statement 
or coin a taking phrase would undoubt- 
edly be an advantage to a President who 
could be sure always to use it wisely. 
But a sharp pen exposes its owner to 
perils as truly. as does a smart tongue. 
Skillfully chosen words mey, indeed, be 
at times “half-battles,” but a chance 
ineptitude or blunder in language may 
mean whole defeats. It is not necessary 
to refer to the phrases which have been 
triumphs for Mr. Wuson, or to those 
which have been calamities. “ Talking 
is puzzling work,” as heavy-footed Mr. 
Tulliver said to his agile wife; and it 


is never more of a puzzle than when 


carried on in the immense whispering- 
gallery of a modern democracy. Most 
astounding reverberations are sometimes 
given to a chance word! 

Americans would not wish to have a 
professed littérateur in the Presidency. 
But in this age of universal reading, 
even if nobody reads with “ attention,” 
as HENRY JAMES complained, they don’t 
mind having a President who knows 
something about ‘books. It is hard to 
draw an exact line in this matter, or to 
make a precise definition. But as the 
Oxford student in theology, when asked 
about “works of supererogation,” an- 
swered that a few of them wouldn’t do 
any harm, so it is probable that ordinary 
citizens of this country would agree that 
a limited amount of literature wouldn’t 
do a President any harm. The kind of 
thing desired is, we suppose, very much 
what President GarrimLp had. He could 
make a graceful literary allusion when 
appointing LEw WALLACE to a diplomatic 
post. He knew enough history to en- 
lighten his audience at Albany about the 
beginnings in that city of the movement 
to unite the American Colonies. ; biter- 
ary baggage to that extent is-pleinly a 
help to a President. But more than one 
President has journeyed far with less. 








AN OLD, OLD TIME. 

The Empress EvGenm left us the 
other day. One recalls her#@in the 
brilliant ’50s, one sees in her what 
there was of real charm and distinction 
about a period of transition and change 
too easily blamed. The curious senti- 
mentalist, dreamer, adventurer, that 
Lovis NAPOLEON was, at least had a cer- 
tain, if a young, tradition. Knowing 
what Berlin is, what the new Prussia 
and Germany were, LOUIS NAPOLEON 
doesn’t look like a “climber,” He looks 
like a vague and unsubstantial revival 
of the sixteenth century in that.

If England 
couldn’t see a future which came near 
being deadly to her, why should France 
have been clearer-eyed? 
tunes, by her kindness, her charity, the 
Empress redeemed, if there was any 
necessity of redemption, the faults of the 
Imperial Régime. It took forty or fifty 
years for the essential and vital France 
to manifest herself. One cannot be sure 
that the Frenchmen who held political 
office from the °50s to the first 
"10s were greatly different from the 
Frenchmen who were spattered by the 
Panama scandal. Behind and above and 
in spite of all faults, corruptions, weak- 
nesses there was dormant then, as there 
has been regnant since 1914, the France 
we know—unconquerable, beautiful, if 
still a little worldly and cynical, as a 
polished Latin race has a right to be. 

Only last week the second Duc DE 
Morny died. The first holder of that 
title, a half-brother of Louis NaAPoLeon, 
was for twenty years, or nearly that, 
perhaps the most-important, personage 
in France. It was a curious arrange- 
ment that existed between the two half- 
brothers.; Morny made a lot of money 
for his half-brother. His connection

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BIOLOGY ON THE COAST. 


What if the “ question of race pride” 
which is embittering Americans and 
Japanese in California were not a ques- 
tion of race pride at all? What if the 
difficulty could be successfully dealt 
with by science? Two great peoples, 
whose intelligent citizens have a pro- 
found admiration.and respect for each 
other, and for whom continued peace is 
an essential of progress, are drifting 
into hostile mood, in spite of all their 
political leaders can say or do. What if 
the task of reconciliation,.in which 
statesmen have failed, could be solved by 
the biologist? 

The biology, of course, must be true 
biology. The President of the Japanese 
Association of America lately declared 
before the House Committee on Immigra- 
tion and Nationalization that there is 
good reason for intermarriage between 
Japanese and Americans. GEORGE SHIMA 
is “the Potato King of California” and 
he reasoned from his vegetable subjects 
to the citizens of the United States. 
“When potato seed in.this State is no 
“longer good, we cross it with Oregon 
“seed and the second ‘year there is a fine 
“crop of potatoes.” Californians .who 
found themselves described as “no 
longer good,” and in need of an infusion 
of Japanese blood, profoundly resented 
the statement. The biolegic analogy 
would have been better if Mr, SHIMA 
had advocated crossing 2 white potato 
with a sweet potato. But he did not do 
that. It is true that “ outbreeding” 
may produce good results, but only pro- 
vided the cross does not “reach. too 
far out.” This subject is treated with 
scientific knowledge and intelligence by 
Mr. FREDERICK W. /COBURN in the Book 
REVIEW AND~-MacaziNe. SECTION” et this 
issue.’ A's’ to the evil effects of crossing 
widely. divergent stocks, Mr. COBURN 
speaks with equal decision, though more 
briefly. The essential truths have long 
been known. As to the laws of “ inbreed- 
ing” and “ outbreeding,” DARWIN’s ob- 
servations have possibly been surpassed 
by those of MENDEL and DE VRIES; but he 
left little to be added on the subject of 
mongrelization. 

Commenting on “the ‘degraded state 
“and savage disposition of cross races 
“of men,” in his “ Animals and Plants 
** Under Domestication,” DARWIN says: 
“Many years before I had thought of 
“the present subject,.I was struck with 
“the fact that in South America men of 
“complicated descent between negroes, 
“Indians and Spaniards seldom had, 
“whatever the cause might be, a good 
“ expression.” The cause, he now finds, 
is that when widely divergent stocks are 
crossed there is a strong tendency to 
revert. The higher and more recently 
evolved characteristics vanish and the 
primitive traits, not only physical but 
mental and moral, come to the surface. 
The facts of the case are abundantly 
confirmed. HUMBOLDT, whose heart was 
nobly above race prejudice, condemns 
the savage nature of the Zambo, or cross 
between Indian and negro. LIVINGSTONE, 
an unimpeachable observer, speaks simi- 
larly of the-cross between Portuguese 
and negro, quoting a pithy African say- 
ing: “ Gop made the white man and Gop 
“ made the negro, but the devil made the 
“half caste.” In South America the 
mixture is widespread and of long stand- 
ing. AGassiz wrote: “Let any one 
“who doubts the evil of this mixture of 








“races, and is inclined from mistaken , 


“philanthropy to break down all 
“barriers between them, come to Brazil. 
“* * * The amalgamation of races 
“is rapidly effacing the best qualities of 
“the white man, the negro and the 
“Indian, leaving a mongrel, nondescript 
“type, deficient in physical and mental 
“energy.” Precisely similar observa- 
tions, abundantly detailed, are made by 
a South American publicist, GaARciA- 
CALDERON, who. attributes the instability 
of Latin-American republics to the mon- 
grelization of the people—instability of 
character being one of the most promi- 
nent effects of racial crossing. 

With this biologic effect there is also a. 
social and moral effect perhaps equally 
important. When the standards and 
manners of mother and father are wide- 

different, neither tradition can be 
strongly impressed upon the children.

added a moral conflict which likewise 


tends to give scope to the baser impulses.

THOSE IDLE HOURS. 

Mr. JaMEs Couzens of Detroit does 
not think highly of the six-hour day—at 
least, not until the world is educated up 
to it. When he became Police Commis- 
sioner his friends urged him “to clean 
the bums off the streets,” which seem 
to “have been all cluttered up with as- 
sorted loafers. Mr. Couzens made in- 
quiry and found that, so far from being 
idlers, these were men who worked eight 
hours per day, but did it at night, Eight 
hours of work, eight hours of sleep, and 
the rest of the day loafing on the streets 
because they did not know what else to 
do with their time. 

So Mr. Couzens thinks that an im- 
mediate descent to six hours of work 
would be a mistake. He says: 

When men will improve their spare 
time instead of carousing and wasting 
it, they will be entitled to have it, I 
believe that schools will be established 
that will teach men to occupy their 
spare time—schools whose aim it will 
be. to ascertain what men are best 
fitted for. 

This is an engaging theory, but it 
raises the question as to what is meant 
by wasting time. Those who leaned 
against. the lamp-posts of Detroit were 
probably wasting it, though a philoso- 
pher might make out a good case for the 
art of leaning against lamp-posts; but 
it is an art discouraged by the police in 
all cities. As for carousing, the. places 
of carousal have been closed up. And 
there are those who would see no merit 
in working two hours less a day if they 
had to spend that two hours in a school 
which would tell them what to do with it. 

Mr. COUZENS, one’ judges, has never 
wasted much time himself. As all the 
world knows, he used to be a partner of 
Mr. Henry Forp; and after leaving that 
business association he whiled away his 
leisure by being Police Commissioner, 
and now Mayor, of Detroit. He says 
that “when other men, with the same 
“outlook for the future as I had, were 
“ finding time to go to the theatre, I was 
“out selling automobiles. I spent 156 
“nights on sleeping cars in 1908.” It ap- 
pears from this that Mr. CouzeENs would 
regard the theatre as a waste of time, 
and would have no mercy on thuse who 
preferred it to his schools for tne profit- 
able employment of leisure. Logically, 
his remarks would seem to imply that 
spare time ought to be spent in selling 


| automobiles, but perhaps he would not 


carry it so far as that. 

WILLIAM Morris once pictured a So- 
cialist State which could be kept going 
comfortably on the five-hour day. ~ And 
everybody put in five hours of ‘labor— 
necessary, often uncomfortable labor. 
But they did not spend the rest of the 
day in school; they had it to themselves. 
So, for instance, a great poet spent his 
five ‘hours digging sewers, and then 
wrote poetry at home in the evening. 
Perhaps Mr. CoUzENS would approve of 
poetry as an occupation of the leisure 
moments; but the Morris theory sug- 
gests some other objections. Would it 
not be better for the State; in the long 
run, to let other people work a fow 
minutes longer so that the great poet 
could spend all his time on poetry? 








EDGE LAW BANKING. 


One of the oddest features of the pres- 
ent unique economic and financial ppsi- 
| tion is that the country with. the largest 
foreign trade ever known, and with the 
largest balances due, has never had a 
bank adapted to international business. 
The War Finance Corporation is not for- 
gotten. It is not counted because that 
billion-dollar concern lent only thirty 
millions to foreign traders, and retired 
with its capital tied up in redeemed Lib- 
erty Loans. That is to say, the War Fi- 
nance Corporation financed the Treas- 
ury and the war rather than foreign 
trade of either war or peace. Our ten 
billions of foreign trade in 1919 was fi- 
nanced chiefly by direct intergovernment 
loans, which have been stopped, and by 
the inconvenient absorption of crédits 
‘from public and private bankers engaged 
in domestic trade, itself on short com- 
mons. Inasmuch as the volume and 
credit balance of our foreign trade for 
May, thé last fully reported, was- the 
maximum for any May, and since the 
volume: for 1919 exceeded the decade 
1900-10, it might be thought that there 
is no need for Edge law banks. On 
the contrary, this country’s foreign trade 
will be increasingly important, as it. be- 
comes more normal, for an indefinite 
future, and no opinion worth having can 
Be based on the experience of what may 
be called necessity trade—that is, the 
taking from us of goods which foreign 
buyers must have to relieve their dis- 
tress, whatever their cost or the difficul- 
ties of credit. 

To gain an idea of what suiisidediante- 
ing facilities can do for trade under such 
conditions, or under normal conditions, it |

tonishing volume and vigor was accom- 
gre despite the fact that our domes- 

tic banking situation is incomparably 
stronger. Qur national banking reserve 
is roughly thrice England’s, but England 
is sending us gold and redeeming hun- 
dreds of millions of debt in this market. 
The leading joint stock banks of Eng- 
land comprised in The Economist's an- 
nual summary have a ratio of capital 
and reserves to deposits of 5.7 per cent., 
and yet England manages to do foreign 
business on an expanding scale while we 
are choking ours. In 1907 we reduced 
our domestic trade to the volume which 
could be done with the only currency we 
could get except by importing gold. We 
have remedied that defect in our money 
arrangements, and have supplied our- 
selves with domestic currency and bank- 
ing facilities of high efficiency, but we 
have only just established the first bank 
especially adapted to foreign trade. Sure- 
ly it is not premature, and it is entitled 
to a welcome. 

No banker needs to be told that for- 
eign business is unsuited to banks of 
discount, whose deposits are payable on 
demand. Ninety days’ credit is neces- 
sary even in domestic trade, that being 
the limit of rediscount maturities. Under 
the stress of demand for credits adapted 
to the longer time neceSsary in foreign 
freights and communications, foreign ac- 
ceptances were for a time financed with 
several renewals, running to a year, but 
that. custem is now discountenanced. 
Even ‘our domestic trade is now being 
throttled down to the amount of credit 
and transportation available, and our 
foreign trade is being done under strong- 
er discouragement. Political influence is 
not favorable to foreign trade, and some- 
times it has been said that it was dis- 
tinctly unfavorable, Americans who 
traded abroad being allowed to under- 
stand that they did so at their own risk. 
Other Governments are more cordial to 
what may be called the cream of busi- 
ness, the margin which makes all the dif- 
ference between good and bad times. It 
is true that the volume of domestic busi- 
ness is vastly larger than the volume of 
foreign trade, but the tone of domestic 
business depends upon the foreign trade 
far more than upon an equal volume of 
home business. The ability to sell abroad 
any margin which can be spared makes 
all the difference between profit or loss 
for the employer and employment or un- 
employment for the workers. 

The first Edge law bank, therefore, is 
more important than its size. Its capital 
is only $2,205,000. Edge law -banks 
cannot accept domestic deposits except as 
they are“incidental to foreign trade, and 
they must derive their resources from 
the public reception of their issues. As 
Edge law hanks are under the auspices 
and regulation of the Federal Reserve 
Board, they are entitled to such confi- 
dence as that implies in issues of secu- 
ritigs new to this market, and distinct 
from public or private. bonds issued 
abroad. They might be called foreign 
asset securities, being similar in_self- 
liquidating character to thedomestiec secu- 
rities which are the basis of our asset 
éurrency. Our domestic acceptance mar- 
ket has recently shown unwelcome de- 
velopments in the way of lengthening 
or repeating the term, and issuance 
against warehoused goods instead of 
goods in process of making or distribu- 
tion, thus lending themselves to specu- 
lative rather than commercial uses. For- 
eign trade is characteristically distrib- 
utive and difficult of control by manip- 
ulators. Notes or debentures issued 
against trusteed commercial securities of 
a sort known to those accepting them 
should rank high. There is no better 
form of deflation than liquidation at a 
profit, and goods sold abroad take a 
weight off this market favorable to in- 
crease of production. 








CITIZENSHIP FOR SEAMEN. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read in THe Trmes a letter, signed by 
K. P.. BH. Wilson, which, being addressed to 
certain remarks in the papers on the subject 
of American seamen attributed to me, I 
deem worthy of a reply. 

Mr. Wilson is apparently under a mis- 
apprehension, or, I might better say, is not 
fully informed. This is indicated because 
he says, ‘’ Mr, Axtell professes @ great 
yearning to bring the blessings of liberty and 
the Seaman's act to foreign seamen—but 
why?”’ To reply properly I will have to 
briefly review the situation. 

In 1919, when we had approximately 10,000,- 
000 tons of ships, we found that 50 per cent. 
or thereabout of the seamen were native 
or naturalized Americans, exclusive of offi- 
cers. _A large percentage of the officers 
were red ticket men, and many pretended 
allegiance to America while they, maintained 
their families, if they had any, in foreign 
ports. This is a pecullar characteristic of 
the Scotch. Rectofds will show that the ma- 
jority of the engineers of the American Line 
during its operation of twenty years have 
been Scotchmen who have merely preteted 
a residence in the United States, usually 
making their’ ship their residence, while they 
maintained a family in some Scottish village. 

Not having, therefore, in 1919, when this 
bulletin was issued, a sufficient number of 
Americans to man our ships, and depending, 
as we were, largely upon seamen born in 
foreign countries, but men who, Were good 
seamen, and nobody else apparently taking 
interest enough in the situation to attempt 
to solve it, at my own expense I issued the 
bullgtin which has met with the antagonistic 
criticism of one Mr, Deckers, who is reputed 
to be & Belgian ship owner. The appeal was 
not intended to induce men of foreign na- 
tionality to. desert foréign ships. They were 
doing that anyway and~ such ati appeal was 
totally unnecessary. 

The bulletin was posted by my representa- 
(tives in the forecastles of Shipping Board 
vessels, ig a Mate a: Sil ginctl cay geen 
seamen’s institutions | - ali porte of the 
United States, also — the United States 
Shipping Commissioners and Collectors of 
Customs.

On the other hand, every man close to 
Governor Cox believed firmly that he was 
against suffrage. He was known throughout 
the State of Ohio as being opposed. Perhaps 
he never said so definitely. But he certainly 
did a bit of superevasiveness if the National 
Woman's Party believed him to be on its 
side as firmly as the antis did that his sym- 
pathy was theirs. The first word that he 
spoke publicly or in any way openly in favor 
of woman suffrage was when he came out 
for the Reynolds Presidential Suffrage bill in 
the Spring of 1917. .

The anti-alien land law passed 
by California. some years ago wounded 
Japan's feelings deeply, but it was not suffi- 
cient to break her friendship for America. . 
Last year when there. was dissatisfaction in - 
California about the “ pictire bride ”’ prac- 
tice, which was quite legitimate under the 
agreement, the Japanese Government of its’ 
own free will prohibited the practice. When 
a commission of Californians headed by Mr. 
Alexander of San Francisco went over to 
Japan in the early Spring, in part to talk 
over some reputed evasions of the anti-alien 
land law,.a small number of the most rep- 
resentative men of Tokio met them and for 
eight successive days with the utmost candor, 
patience and. good-will consulted together 
and reached mutually satisfactory conclu- 
sions. 

When things like this are possible. is it 
necessary to go to the length of passing 
peremptory legislation that will undoubtedly | 
amount to slapping Japan in the face? The 
Government of Japan and its leading business 
men are amenable to reason; they ‘are able 
to see things from .our standpoint, they are 
courteous and they sincerely crave Ameri- 
ca’s friendship. Practically anything within 
reason that America wants Japan will con- 
cede. Only the method may not be coercive 
and insulting. 

The proposed legislation will be an exclu- 
sion law; it will “deprive Japanese of the 
right even of leasing agricultural land, much 
of which their own diligence has reclaimed 
from waste. Land that , they now ewn will 
in certain eventualities be taken away from 
them; American-born Japanese cannot in the 
future own land. The whole proposition is 
extremely discriminatory and of such a na- 
ture that no nation of Japan's standing could 
regard it otherwise than as a national insult, 
and yet all the real dangers that the legis- 
lation is intended to avert could be obviated 
by conference and mutual agreement.

manher, backed by a broad viewpoint. 

As this will probably be the fastest grow- 
ing course in engineering schools during the 
next few years, it deserves the ‘attention of 
all who are contemplating technical study.

ON NEW RUM RULES 


Regulations Resulting from 
Bogus Permit Expose. 


WOULD HASTEN DELIVERIES 


Salesmen instructed. to Caution 
Pharmacists to be Certain of 
Liquor Dealer’s Integrity. 


The National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, 99 Nassau Street, in a bulle- 
tin yesterday announced to its members 
several important changes recently made 
by the Treasury Department in the 
regulations for the transportation and 
delivery of intoxicating liquors., The 
changes resulted from the large number 
of forged permits discovered here some 
weeks ago. Thty are designed to ob- 
tain a more rigid enforcement of the 
prohibition law and facilitate the hand- 
ling of alcohol for legitimate purposes. 

The new regulations are known as 
Treasury Decision 3041 and are a mod- 
ification of Regulation No. 60. relative 
to the sale, use, transportation, delivery 
and advertisement of intoxicating liquor. 
The druggists’- bulletin contains a copy 
of the amendments and this comment: 

“These changes in the main apply to 
the transportation of liquor and to the 
issuance of permits to purchase. Under 
the amended regulations, authorized by 
Treasury Decision 3041, the ‘ fly-by- 
night’ manufacturer or dealer is going 
to have difficulties in securing supplies 
of alcohol or other intoxicating liquor 
and this will mean that legitimate manu- 
facturers and dealers may hope for less 
trouble in future in securing supplies for 
their proper needs. 


Deliveries Are Limited. 

** By the terms of T. D. 3041, persons 
selling intoxicating liquor on permits to 
purchase must confine deliveries to (a) 
people personally known to them or to 
persons who have been identified by 

omé party or parties personally known 
to the vendor: (b) bona fide employes 
of. persons personally known or prop- 
erly identified, or (c) to properly quali- 
fied transportation carriers who. are 
holders of permits and who must con- 
form to ie ae governing trans- 
ortation 0 quor. 

pe Another’ feature of the amended reg- 
ulations is. the specific instruction to 
local prohibition directors or other 
properly authorized Government agents 
to immediately mail or otherwise de- 
liver approved permits to puprchase to 
the vendors, and to advise the vendee 
that the permit has_ been approved, 
mailed or delivered to the vendor. These 
instructions should result in more 
prompt action on withdrawal permits of 
wholesale druggists and manufacturers 
engaged in legitimate business, and thus 
facilitate the withdrawal and shipment 
of alcohol for proper uses by and to 
manufacturers of medicines, and whole- 
sale and retail druggists. 

“It is important to note that here- 
after no permit to purchase willbe ep- 
proved unless the name. of the, vendor 
appears on the application for permit to 
purchase, Form 1410. This’ in itself 
should assure greater ease in shipments 
of alcohol to our members and by them 
to their customers, at the same time 
giving the Government a definite line 
on some of the less responsible dealers 
and traders who have more recently se- 
cured permits and begun operations of 
@ more or less, doubtful character. 


Salesmen Are Cautioned. 


‘“‘We must emphasize the importance 
of wholesale druggists instructing their 
salesmen to caution all their customers 
who use alcohol in any quantity to be 
absolutely certain of the integrity and 
responsibility of the persons from whom 
they .make their purchases of alcohol 
or other intoxicating liquor. 

“It should be especially pointed out 
that under the terms of amended Regu- 
lations 60, the personal solicitation cf or- 
ders for the purchase of intoxicating 
liquor, other than ethyl alcohol or 
sacramental wines, by any person or h 
agent or representative regardless of 
whether such’ person holds a rmit au- 
thorizing the sale of intoxicating liquor 
is regarded as illegally advertising the 
sale of intoxicatink liquor. [It is also 
unlawful advertising to. furnish price 
lists or descriptions of such liquor by 
| persons other than manufacturers and 
wholesale druggists holding permits. 

‘* The safest course for the retail drug- 
: gist is to make the purchase of his 
| necessary supplies of alcohol and other 

intoxicating liquor to be used in the 

lawful conduct of his business from his 
regular service wholesale druggists. 

Furthermore, permits to purchase 
+ whisky, gin, brandy and rum will not 
i be approved in advance, and can only be 
! approved as actually needed.’’

Wholesale Association Explains

MONTREAL, Que., July 16.— The 
greatest press conference ever held 
within the British Empire and the 
greatest gathering of journalists.in the 
world’s history will open its delibera- 
tions in Ottawa the week after next. 

S.” Victorian, ‘which brings’ the 
English and many of the other overseas 
delegates, will arrive in Sydney, N.. &., 
on Tuesday, July 27. . E 

One hundred delegates are coming 
from every shore of the seven seas—men 
like Lord Burnham of The Daily Tele- 
graph; Robert Donald, one of the great- 
est journalistic forces in England; Sir 
Roderick Jones, head of the famous 
Reuter’s world wide news agency; Sir 
Gilbert Parker Blumenfeld, the editor 
of The London Express; Sir Campbell 
Stuart, the meteoric. young Montrealer 
who is now, next to Lord. Northcliffe, 
the directing head of The London Times 
and Daily Mail; Sir Robert Bruce of 
Glasgow, Sir George Toulmin of Lan- 
cashire and many others almost equally 
well known. 

The British Dominions also will be 
represented by their best editors and 
publishers. In addition to the delegates 
from England, Scotland and Ireland, 
sixty in all, men are coming from Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa, In- 
dia, Ceylon, Egypt, Straits Settlements, 
Hong Kong, Malta, West Indies and 
New Foundland. One delegate will have 
to travel six weeks before he touches 
Canadian soil. 

This conference is not to meet merely 
for a few deys’ discussion and then 
scatter. The delegates, who are coming 
as guests of the Canadian press, are to 
be taken on a tour without parallel in 
its scope and extent... Two big special 
trains of ten cars each will meet the 
party at Sydney and take them on a 
trip through nine provinces, lasting 
forty-seven days and covering over 8,500 
miles. Hardly a plase of importance in 
the Dominion will be passed by. 

Each train will be equipped with a 
voluminous library of Canadian litera- 
ture and staffed with men’ who can 
answer ‘any question concerning Cana- 
dian resources, and explain any feature 
of Canadian development; experts in 
various lines, motion picture operators, 
doctors to write prescriptions In the dry 
districts, not to mention the editors 
who will supervise the job and try to* 
keep everybody good-humored. In 





every province the government is co- 
operating with the press to make the 
visit memorable.

The Fei" American. Union, comprising | 
mtries of. the Americas, 
pie of open er aR school for foreign 
,| trade tn. Washington tomorrow. Clarence. 
ds Owens, Executive Director of the 
school, was at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
yesterday conferring with officials of 
the National City Bank and the Irving 
National Bank, who are interested in 
the project, and compteted plans for the 
opening. 

More than 100 ms are enrolled for. 
the session, Which’ will last five weeks. 
The courses will be of a most intensive 
jhature, Gealing with the preparation of 
‘young men of America for international 
trade. 

The courses have -been divided: into 
four departments, o the 
course there will be lectures ,in the 
methods and channels: of selling Amer- 
ican goods in foreign markets, and sales 
‘problems will-bé surveyed. Instruction 
and practice in_the use of commercial 
Spanish and Portuguese will be given. 
A’ complete study will be made of the 

Ameriean field of commerce, and 
there will be lectures’ and discussions 
on its principal phases, including ocean 
transportation, Consular procedure, tar- 
iffs and commercial treaties and ex- 
port combinations. The paper work 
necessary in thi commercial field also 
will be given ful attention, 

The session in Washington has. been 
arranged as a preliminary to. a_perm®@- 
nent school, which will be opened in 
Panama City on Columbus Day, Oct.

The Russian Technical Institute at 156 
West Twenty-first Street, was recently 
established with a membership of 300 to 
equip Russians who are not well versed 
in the English language and expect to 
return to Russia as soon as normal con- 
ditions are resumed, with satisfactory 
theoretical knowledge. The main pur- 
pose of the institute is to equip prac- 
tical engineers with the latest knowledge 
in their respective branches which will 
be brought to use in Russia. The In- 
rg through its Director, D. L. Zyve, 

is appealing for funds to carry on this 
work successfully. 

In speaking of the aims and aspira- | Am. 
tions of the institute, Mr. Zyve said: 

“‘ Whatever may be the result of négo- 
tiations between Kragsin and Lioyd 
George, one thing stands certain: the 
opportunities of the Russian market will 
be limited unless it is thoroughly organ- 
ized, without too much hesitation or de- 
lay. This is equally essential to Rus- 
sians and Americans. 

“Time is unmistakably working for 
the recognition of Soviet Russia. This 
would mean not only the stabilization of 
} ¢conomic conditions in Western Burope; 
it would also mean the richest and most 
permanent market for American indus- 
try. Are the American firms, because 
of foreign intrigue, or especially because 
of the illusion of a temporarily self-sutf- 
ficient home market, going to pass this 
opportunity to others? 

“The problem is definite and clear. 
Russia neéds enormous quantities of 
finished goods, especially tools and ma- 
chinery. She also needs teghnical men. 
This has been said and repeated by all 
who are in touch with the Russian prob- 
lem. But plants and machinery can- 
not be installed without men who know 
how to handle them. The average Rus- 
stan technical worker knows little about

The greatly increased importance of 
the problem of teaching English to for- 
eigners here, and one feature of which 
is indicated by the 600,000 non-English- 
speaking women who’ have been en- 
franchised. and are now entitled to vote

phasized by Dr. Henry H. Goldberger, 
Principal of Public School 18,:and in 
charge of the Columbia University 
courses in English for foreigners. 
** We.start in teaching these foreigners 
without any. books whatever, and most 
of the work is done with oral instruc- 
tion, although in the second or third 
w we begin to use a book. Writing 
is taught from ae very beginning.’’

These imports of foods here, though 
small, indicate that, according to the 
Department of Agriculturé, ‘* Burope 
is beginning to pass its maximum de- 
mand.’" These imports include butter 
and potatees from Denmark, mutton 
from Australia and New Zealand and 
onions from Egypt. The department 
concludes that ‘‘ all indications point 
to a marked recovery of European 
agriculture, with the possible excep- 
tion of some of the Balkan States and 
Russia. It is probable, therefore, that 
after the 1920 harvest. Europe will be 
back almost to pre-war conditions, so 
far as the domestic production of food- 
stuffs is concerned.’ The demand for 
American wheat, however, is still very 
likely to be quite pronounced this year 
because of the partial failure of the 
crops in Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa, but this may be consid- 
ered a temporary condition. It is 
now only a question of time for all ex- 
ports of foodstuffs to get down again 
to normal conditions, with prices gov- 
erned, as before, in accordaiice with 
those of world markets. Next year

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SIN COURSE 
OF READJUSTMENT 


A Consideration of the Diverse 
Factors Which Help Make 
Up the Process. 


Can merchandie values be forcibly re- 
adjusted or will the effort to bring down 
prices, inaugurated from the consuming 
end, haye a contrary effect? This was 
the question proposed by a mill repre- 
sentative who has been studying condi- 
tions closely in the textile field. His re- 
marks were applied chiefly to the situa- 
tion prevailing in the woolen industry, 
and, while he’ professed himself in doubt 
concerning the outlook, his interpreta- 
tion of market tendencies permitted a 
few fairly definite conclusions, Wither 
business is in for a spell of hard. times 
or else producers will mark time tempo- 
rarily and then renew -operations on 
much the same basis as when curtail- 
ment began. He admitted, -however, 
that the curtailment of operations might 
reduce raw material costs as well as 
labor charges and permit lower prices 
once manufacturing was resumed, 

*“* The day of the hundred-dollar suit 
has passed temporarily,’’ he said, *‘ and 
it is to be hoped that we will hear less 
of the laboring man who bought twenty- 
five-dollar silk shirts, a dozen at a clip. 
That last was an. exaggeration, like 
many other pictures drawn to illustrate 
the extravagance of the once lowly. I 
am not so positive, however, that the 
hundred-dollar suit may not be seen 
again. Everything depends on whether 
a readjustment of values can be accom- 
plished ‘from. the consuming end. I am 
not forgetting that the public sets the 
price at which an article can be sold, 
but I consider price this way: The cus- 
tomer may refuse to pay $10 for an ar- 
ticle and offer $5. The seller may re- 
fuse, or find it impossible, to make that 
article to sell for less than $10. That's 
a deadlock. By all that’s proper, the 
price of that article is only $5 because 
that is all the public will spend for it. 
But, if nothing is offered at $5, then it 
is a false value, What remains to be 
seen in the case cited is whether the cus- 
tomer may not be driven by necessity to 
pay $10. 

“The present situation in many lines 
is about at the deadlock I have de- 
scribed. On every side producers are 
heard telling of material and labor costs 
which make lower prices impossible. 
Many of them, I know, could do a little 
profit squeezing and come’ down a peg 
or two. But consider the case where 
there has been a readjustment of prices 
on the basis of lower material costs and 


where even less than a legitimate profit 
is asked, Despite close price fixing of 
the kind, buyers still hold off and want 
even greater values. Now, the manu- 
facturers, who have done all in their 
power to get prices down, are at a loss 
how to proceed. There is only one other 
step to take, and that is to close down 
and see if labor may become moré rea- 
sonable. 
** Once there is a general curtailment, 
however, you may be sure the unem- 
loyed will even be more insistent on 
ower prices. That makes just as vicious 
a circle as existed before on the ad- 
vancing market. If buyers and sellers, 
therefore, cannot meet on.a common 
ground of values it seems natural to 
assume that the country is in for a 
spell of hard times. Considered in an- 
other light, there may be a sudden 
break in the ranks of those who want 
lower prices than the manufacturer can 
see his way clear to offer. There has 
always been a good deal of psychology 
connected with Losinies: Overnjght, busi- 
ness can change from a most forbidding 
to a bright condition. This may easily 
be the outcome of the present situation. 
The country has never kept very long 
to sackcloth and ashes. We are natu- 
rally a comfort-loving people, and if a 
pianola or new clothes give us the feel- 
ing of well-being we are for them. The 
present danger is that we have only re- 
cently reached a point of production 
Satisfactory to our needs. And, on 
reaching this point, factories began to 
close down. It is only logical to expect, 
then, that a suddenly revived demand 
might keep prices where they were be- 
fore the closing down be 
‘In the present circumstances, sellers 
have seen a new factor enter the field 
of their calculations. It was realized 
before, of course, that the public sets 
the price, but the ,manufacturer was 
dealing with intermediaries and forgot 
the public’s role as a price setter. It 
was the dealer who was.-the chief con- 
cern of the manufacturer, and what a 
competitor was able to do. Now that 
there is a public rebellion against high 
prices, it is difficult for even broad- 
minded men in industry to see how con- 
sumer obstinacy is able to affect them. 
There is constant talk of the reductions 
being made at the ‘wrong end.’ If 
manufacturers had not forgotten that 
Se public sets prices, there would be 
ess of this talk. How can the consum- 
ing. public be the wrong end? Starting 
h the raw material man, which the 
manufacturer seems: to consider the 
right end from which a reduction should 
start, this theory would allow raw mate- 
rial to od — for what the dealer could 
get. the manufacturer. himself 
would oay permitted to sell for what he 
eould get, the wholesaler likewise and 
finally retailer. But the ultimate 
sale to the public is what counts, and 
if there is no sale something is wrong 
with, the figuring right slong the ioe. 
There is sofmething to be said, how- 
ever, in favor of the theory which hay a 
reductions have come 
wrong end. It is my belief and “that of 
many men with whom I have discussed 
the matter, that left to themselves the 
manufacturers, ho are now. closing 
down their factories, , would have 
worked out the price problem in_ less 
than six months. As production met

“ Of, course, if tXe unions should de- 
cide to form an amalgamation of inter- 
ests, it ‘would be to the advantage of 
the employers to have a similar group 
by which the larger policies affecting 
labor could be formulated, 

It is in respect to the other inter- 
ests of the manufacturers, however, 
that the most valuable benefits could 
be obtained. Many abuses exist at pres- 
ent that for the want of a. general 
stand by the manufacturers have to be 
tolerated by them. With the influence 
which would be wielded by a represen- 
tative group of all the néedle tngnetries. 
many prevalent evils could be corrected 
This is a legitimate field of endeavor 
because, whether an industry is sel 
one thing or another, their problems 0 
the sort are identical in many ways. 

‘Another. kind of constructive work 
that could-be undertaken would ‘be that 
of Mabilising. conditions in. the vatious 
industries. e unsettlement which now 
exists and is common almost every sea~- 
son is merely a result of ignorance and 
failure to study conditions. Even the 
manufacturer who takes care to st 
himself on the situation often finds 
himself driven into changing the policy 
he has worked out because of the com- 
petition offered by some of those in the 
trade who merely live on a day-to-da; 
basis. In this respect, I think the wor

PIGMENTS IN AUSTRALIA. 


Deposits of Ochre and Sienna Dis- 
covered Near Adelaide. 


The discovery of an extensive deposit 
of ochre and sienna at no great dis- 
tance from the surface and within 30 
miles of Adelaide, South Australia,, has 
attracted mitch local) interest, particu; 
larly in view of. the abnormally high 
price of imported paint pigments. 

Though regarded primarily’ as.a min- 
ing proposition, the discovery is impor- 
tant in a manufacturing sense. During 
the years of war several new paint 
‘works were established in Australia, but 
the promoters .were handicapped to 
some extent by the necessity of import- 
ing most.of the requisite raw materials. 
This new find of ochre ‘and sienna, 
therefore, extends the goo © ener of 
the paint industry arid should render it 
largely independent of overseas supplies 
of the basic pigments. 

The property in which the deposit oc- 
curs’ consists of 60 acres. Prospecting 
during several years has proved the 
presence of extensive bodies of ochre, 
sienna, and asbestos clay. A seam of 
yellow ochre extends across. the prop- 
erty. Seven distinct varieties of brown 
ochre have also been found, and, in ad- 
dition, a seam of well-defined sienna. 
The ochre is reported to be of uniformly 
sood quality, the seam varying from 

© 22 feet in thickness. It is éstimat 
that at least 100 tons of the material 
can be brought to the surface daily. 
Its value is set down at £15 ($78) a ton. 

Samples the ochres, which are of 

a high standard of quality, have been 
forwarded to England and arrange- 
ments have been made throu a Brit- 
ish house to place the material on the 
English market. An expert’s report 
states there are 70,000 tons of ochre and 
sienna in sight, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that the seams discovered 
extend. beyond the boundaries of the 
property now being opened up.

AN ORGANIZATION 


Whether This Pays or Not De- 
pends Much on the Supply . 
of Labor in a Place. © 


Is it really necessary. for a manufart- 
uring concern to operate its plant at 3 
loss during dull period<simply to keep 
its organization intact? This question: 
was asked of several executives yester- 
day, and not all of the answers were 
affirmative. One man, who ts closely 
associated with the garment manufact- 
uring industries, characterized the need 
of maintaining a complete organization 
at all times, regardless of the amount 
of business on hand, as ‘’ pure bunk." 

“The time has passed, if it ever real- 


ly existed,’’ he said, ‘‘ when it is neces- | he 


sary for any manufacturer to keep his 
machinery in operation at a loss in dull 
times merely to keep his employes busy. 
I might qualify that statement some- 
what, however, by asserting that this is 
much truer of marufacturers located in 
the larger cities than it is of those in 
the smaller ones. Now that the war is 
over, there is no real dearth of factory 
help in the larger places, no matter 
what the union officials may try to 
make out. 

“Take the garment industries, for in- 
stance. If a man were to listen to the 
union heads he would think that the de- 
mand fot workers is about five times 
as great as the supply. During the 
war, something like that might have 
been the case, for the Government not 
only put many of the male workers in 


- Khaki, but many of the women normally 


employed in “the ready-to-wear shops 
went to work in factories making ges 
masks and other war equipment. 

“Now things have changed. Even 
with ‘the busy season at hand, I am 
willing to wager that not all of the 
ready-to-wear workers in nag city are 
employed at making garme Here is 
something that must not be iatadwad 
in. connection with the ready-to-wear 
trades—where the workers used to be 
Nt largely Jewish, there has been a 

growth in the number of Italian 
workare, both men and women, in the 
needle industries in recent years. Dur- 
ing the war period, quite a number of 
colored girls were taken on. The re- 
sult is that labor is not scarce, except, 
‘possibly, in some instances where a very 
high degree of skill is required 
‘Now, my contention is this: Why 
should any manufacturer. operate his 
plant at a loss three or four months in 
the year simply to keep his organization 
together, when he can close during the 
duil period and get all the workers he 
needs when he opens up again? Garment 
workers, though now very well paid, are 
not. rich, and to eat and sleep with a 
roof over their heads it is necessary for 
them to work. They show no considera- 
tin for the: manufacturer when they are 
dissatisfied, so why should thé manu- 
facturer show consideration for them at 
his Own expense? And it is not wholly 
at his own expense, either, for the only 
kind of merchandise that will sell ra emt 
dull periods is cheap merchandise. Cheap 
merchandise these days is poor mer- 
chandise, and in the final analysis it is 
the ppubile that gets hurt by buying the

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COX AS A HOST IN HIMSELF 


By WILLIAM H. CRAWFORD 


OULD you like to take a 
three days’ trip to the 
home of Governor Cox? 1 


have just had that pleas-~- 
ure, and if you have a good iniagi- 
nation you may go with me. This 
is got going to be a political story, 
neither elections nor parties, not 
Democrats, Republicans nor third 
partyites will he mentioned once, nor 
will the eandidate’s past history and 
his possible future position. I am 
just going to tell you where and 
how Jimmy Cox lived the three days 
that I was with h'm. 

I arrived in Dayton at 7 o'clock, 
an unearthly hour to be up. It had 
been raining: pitchforks all the way 
out, and had not ceased when bed- 
time came. My spirits were down- 
cast by. the gloomy weather. On the 
somewhat insistent‘demand of the 
Puliman Ganymede, I rose sleepily, 
and did not notice the change in the 
weather until I stepped out of the 
train, to gaze on a beautiful, clear 
day, with the sun just peeping over 
the horizon (they have daylight sav- 
ing in Dayton). The Governor's 
car was waiting, and soon we were 
speeding over the beautiful : 
smooth road leading to his 
home, past green pastures 
where the early dewdrops 
glistened_on the grass, watch- 
ing the sun disappear behind 
mightly hills, only to rise 
again in ail. its majestic 
splendor when we reached the 
next summit. _ 7 

Presently we turned off the 
main ‘highway through big 
stone gate posts which marked 
the entrance into a private 
estate, We seemed to have en- 
tered an almost virgin forest, 
except thatia macademized road 
led through it, which seemed 
to wind as tortuously as an 
Indian trail. In fact, the 
Governors home is called 
Trail’s End, because it had been , 
the end of a trail once popu- 
lar-with the red man when 
he roamed these forests. 

Pretty soon glimpses of a 
white house appeared through 
the leaves. Then suddenly we 
came to an opening where 
the driveway divided, making 
almost a complete circle, the 
centre of which was covered 
with the green -of nature. 
Beyond it. stood the Govern- 
or’s home in all its beauty. Y 
have seen finer homes along 
the Hudson, and in the fash- 
jonable colonies on Long Isl- 
and, but < have yet to see a 
more chirming one, or one 
surrounde1 by greater natural 
beauty. To the left of the 
driveway there is a natural 
amphitheatre made by two 
‘semicircular hills, the sides of 
which are carpeted by a well- 
kept green sward. On the 
other three sides of the house 
the woods come almost to the 
windows, and their teaves 
tast dancing shadows on its 
walls. 

It is rather a low, rambling . 
building of the French chateau 
type, made somewhat prinr at 
the front by the absence of 





any porch or gallery. On the rear 
is a wide, uncovered veranda which 
extends the length of the’ building, 
where there are just enough settees, 
chairs, cushions and tables to make 
it homey and comfy. So much for 
the exierior of the house. 

In answer to the chauffeur’s horn 
a Hneal descendant of Ham, whose 
white coat was in marked contrast 
to his ebony features, came to the 
door. He said apologetically that 
the Governor was not up yet, but 
was expecting me. He ushered me 
into the room with all the pompous 
dignity that befits the majordomo 
to an executive mansion, and I won- 
Jered whether he was practicing to 
fill that exalted position at the 
White House. He was mistaken, 
however, in supposing that the Gov- 
ernor was still in slumberland, for 
presently he came, tripping down 
the steps like a 16-year-old boy.

ing out his hand with _ friendl 
cordiality. )

man. I was up late last night, at a

here,”” and he led the way to a 
spacious, chintz-covered lounge. 

TI assured him first that he had 
not kept me waiting and secondly 
that it didn’t matter if he had, be- 
cause I had passed the time pleas- 
antly looking over his well-filled 
shelves, and assured him that his 
books seemed particularly well se- 
lected. This pleased. him very 
much. He is proud of his books. . In 
fact, he is proud of his home and his 
wife and baby and his other chil- 
dren, He called my attention to his 
pet books, going from shelf to shelf. 

His eyes lighted up as he picked 
up a book. ‘‘ Say, ain't that a 
beauty, and this! I've got a lot 
of these rare old books, biographies 
of men now forgotten, but .who 
Joomed big in their day. 1 read 
them all. 1 would rather know 
what men did~before me than have 
any other kind of information.” 

Then, suddenly—‘' Come, let me 
show you tiie house.’’ We went 
from room to room, he telling me in

Murray had many 
imitators, of whom Baedeker was the 
most adroit. It was Baedeker who 
set the standard and who combined 
most skillfully condensation of text 
and profusion of maps and places. 
Baedeker’s guidebooks were pri- 
marily prepared for the Germans, 
who took to travel after Germany 
became prosperous; but he was wise 
in confiding to Englishmen the re- 
working of the edition in English. 
The Baedeker volumes on London, on 
the British Isles, on the United 
Btates. and on Canada were, I 
believe, originallyyprepared in Eng- 
lish by Mr. James F. Muirhead, 
the brother of Mr. Findlay Muirhead, 
who is now editing this new 
series of Blue Guides. It is 
not ‘too much to say that 
the Baedeker Guide to the United 
States was better than any similar 
work which had been: attempted by 
any American. ‘I took the first edition 
with me in 1893 when I went to the 
Chicago exhibition, and I have not 
failed to purchase the succeeding 
editions as they have appeared. I 
have constantly found them useful 
as books of reference even when I 





was not contemplating any travel. 
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And therefore I shall be glad to hold 
in my hand Mr. Muirhead’s Blue 
Guide to the United States when. at, 
last it shall appear. 

It is always satisfactory to see 
good work properly_recognized; and 
80 I am glad to find in this volume 
on England a note announcing that 
the. volume 6n London has already 
attained a fourth and revised im- 
pression. It is even more satisfac- 
tory to see good work made better; 
and I am inclined to think that Mr. 
Muirhead’s volume on. Engiand is, 
on the whole, an improvement upon 
his volume on London. In one re- 
spect, at least, the improvement is 
indisputable; the maps are clearer 
in outline and cleaner in impres- 
sion, The long folding map of the 
Lake District is excellent; so is that 
of the ‘* Dukeries."" It is true that 
all the maps do not measure up to 
the standard—for example, those of 
the environs of London and of the 
tube and tramway systems of Lon- 
dom are a little lacking in sharp- 
ness of line and a little cloudy in 
background. The plans of -the 
towers are generally good, and the 
plans of the cathedrals and abbeys 
are beyond criticism, some of them 
—York and Ripon, for example— 
gaining greatly in utility by being 





printed in two colors—that is to say, 


with a delicate tint to accentuate the 
vigorous black of the main lines. 
Regarding these guidebooks from 
a different point of view, I think I 
can see another aspect in which this 
wecond volume may be considered 
superior to the first. This is in its 
adjustment to the needs of its prob- 
able readers—who are likely, to be 


Americans, for the most part. Resi- 


dents of the English provinces may 
be possible purchasers of a hand- 
book to the English capital, although 
Ofily to a limited extent; but few 
Britishers are likely to be allured 
into systematic touring in England. 
English folk ‘‘ go up”’ to London 
and they “* go down "’ to the coyn- 
try; they run -here and there on 
automobile trips, of course; but very 
rarely do they undertake that syste- 
matic exploration of their island to 
which passionate pilgrims from this 
side of the western ocean’ often. de- 
vote themselves with an almost re- 
ligious enthusiasm. Many Ameri- 
cans have made the circuit of the 
cathedral towns; some Americans 
have even taken the trip across the 
Atlantic especially for this ~urpose; 
but I doubt if such a project would 
ever occur to an inhabitant of Great 
Britain, unless he was a professed 
student of architecture. The Eng- 
lishman, in the course of his various 
wanderings about his ocean-girt 
country, may in time manage to see 
most of the cathedrals and the

abbeys, without having solemnly set 
out so to do. 

A guidebook to England ought 
therefore to be designed with one 
eye on the natives and the other on 
the friendly aliens, most of whom 
will be from the United States. The 
other friendly aliens, French or Ital- 
fan or Spanish—and these neighbor- 
ing people all travel far more fre- 
quently than they did a generation 
ago—know that they are going into a 
foreign country when they pass down 
the gangplank of the steamer which 
has brought them to the right little, 
tight little island; and they expect 
to find its manners and customs 
strange and peculiar. But Ameri- 
cans when they invade Great Britain 
do not feel that they are going into 
a foreign country, and they need to 
be informed in advance as to the 
many discrepancies ef usage which 
separate us from our kin across the 
sea. * : 

Therefore Mr. Muirhead has been 
well in supplying the kind of 

about men and things in 
England that will be helpful to the 
Americans who are paying their 
first visit to ‘‘Our Old Home” (as 
Hawthorne affectionately called it). 
He does not prefix any summary of 
English history, for this is some- 
thing that an American of average

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education ought to be fairly fa- 
miliar with; but he does provide a 
list of the Kings and Queens of Eng- 
land, and a suminary selection of the 
most useful books about England. 
He discusses in the friendliest fash- 
fon (p. Ixx) the differences of.man- 
ners and customs, as regards calling 
and costume and correspondence. 
“* The American may be reminded "’ 
—so Mr. Muirhead delicately sug- 
gests—‘‘ that if he be sometimes 
treated with the candor of a kins- 
man rather than with the formality 
of a stranger, it is because he is not 
regarded in England as a foreigner.’’ 
This is a shrewd warning; and 
equally wise is another sentence: 
** The alleged réserve of Englishmen 
is not necessarily crustiness, but 
often arises from a half-shy im- 
pulse to understate rather than over- 
state good-will.’’ 

I am glad to see, also, that there is 
a glossary of Briticisms (pp. Ixxi- 
li), so that the American marooned 
on ‘>the little island off the coast 
of France ’’ can communicate with 
the natives. This American is told 
that if he wants a cracker, he must 
ask for a biscuit and that if he asks 
for a cracker he is likely to get an 
** explosive bonbon.’’ He is warned 
that in Great Britain bug does not 
mean any flying insect, bit only the 
nocturnal bedbug, and that there- 
fore it is ‘‘ not for ears polite’’—a 
warning which might .have been 
made even more emphatic. He is 
supplied with some facts which may 
surprise him unless he had been an 
assiduous reader of “ British Novel- 
iste Limited’’—as Mrs. Gerould has 
called them, i. e., that ‘* first floor "’ 
means really one flight up and that 
ties are for the neck only, and never 
for the feet, so that even.in Oxford 
he will vainly inquire for ‘*‘ Oxford 
ties.’’ 

Mr. Muirhead explains the intrica- 
cies of the nondecimal British coin- 
age, and he elucidates the puzzling 
| British habit of calling 1 pound 9 
shillings 29 shillings. He kindly 
translates into standard English the 
frequent- slang~ terms for certain 
coins—"‘quid’’ for sovereign, ‘* bob °’ 
for shilling and ‘‘ tanner '"’ for six- 


meaning £25, and ‘‘ monkey.’’ mean- 
ing £500. are betting expressions. _ 

Since every voyager.in a far coun- 
try is like a soldier on campaign, in 
that he “travels on his stomach, 
as Napoleon phrased it, I wonder if 
it would not have been well for Mr. 
Muirhead, after discussing things 
financial and things linguistic to 
have gone a little further and dis- 
cussed things culinary. In fact, I 
think it might be laid down as a 
law that every guidebook ought to 
expound the peculiarities of local 
cookery. The American, for one, 
might be notified that he must not 
expect to make an. American break- 
fast in England; he will get his 
boiled eggs in an egg cup, and he 
will have to achieve the perilous feat 
of slicing off their ends. He will 
have to forego cornmeal muffins and 
buckwheat cakes and beaten biscuit. 
On the other hand, the American 
will have the unexpected delight of 
becoming acquainted with the fried

dishes; and he can count on getting 
almost anywhere better broiled ba- 
con than is attainable on this side.of 
the Atlantic. 

It is in matters of eating that the 
traveler will do well to do in Rome 
as the. Romans do and to conform, 
as far as he can, te the habits of 
the country where he finds himself. 
The English, for example, are tea 
drinkers—although the American will 
only amaze the waiter if he insists 
on ordering ‘‘ English breakfast 
tea,” an American namé for a mix- 
ture unknown in. England. As the 
English are tea drinkers, their tea 
is likely to be drinkable even ‘in 
country inns; and as they are not 
coffee drinkers, their coffee is likely 
to be undrinkable—by Americans, at 
least—even in some otherwise first- 
class hotels. If the American can 
accept the evidence of the bottles of 
** Coffee Essence ” which are parad- 
ed in grocers’ windows, the average 
English housekeeper ignores the use 
of the coffee bean. 

The account of Oxford is an ex- 
ample of Mr. Muirhead’s compre- 
hension of American needs. After 
a succinct note on the history of 
the town there is a two-page ex- 
planation of the ‘‘ University Sys- 
tem,’ a matter obscure and puz- 
zling to most Americans, accustomed 
to a wholly different organization, 
and probably quite as strange to 
Frenchmen and to Germans. In his 
‘American Commonwealth,’’ Lord 
Bryce told us that he had found it 
easiest to explain to his countrymen 
the division of powers between the 
United States and the several States 
of the Union by telling them that 
it resembled the division of author- 
ity between the English university 
and the several colleges of which it 
is composed; and Mr. Muirhead re- 
versed this figure to make plain to 
Americans the organization of the 
English university. 

Each of the colleges is described 
in turn architecturally and educa- 
tionally, with a final ‘note listing 
the famous men whe have been 
members of it. Among those whose 
mames appear at the end of the ac- 
count of Christ Church are Richard 
Hakluyt, Robert Burton, John Wes- 
ley, Canni Peel, Gladst , Rus- 
kin, - Lewis Carroll, John. Locke 
(expelled for sedition) and William 
Penn (expelled for nonconformity).

Frank Morrison, Secretary of the 
American Fedération of Labor, now 
comes out with boldness. Summar- 
ming, he- states: 

“Therefore, the workers will not: 

“1. Concede that the community 
has any purpose or intention to ren- 
der justice to the workers: should it 
force itself into participation in in- 
dustrial relations. On the contrary, 
its only object in forcing itself into 
these relations is to prevent the 
workers from taking advantage of 
natural conditions to better their 
economic condition—a right which 


this truth adequately is a necessary 
first step toward a solution. 

** In this paragraph we learn: 

*“* * ‘The problem of labor and cap- 
ital is no longer one which concerns 
only, or even mainly, these two es- 
sential parties to production. As 
never before it is a community prob- 
lem,’ &c.. 

** From this declaration we are to 
premise our future industrial rela- 
tions on the theory that these rela- 
tions are no longer concerns of mere- 
ly ‘employers and-workers, the as- 
sumption being that past industrial 
relations were concerns of only em- 
ployers_and workers. Now the com- 
munity becomes a part of these. re- 
lations, its interest presumably being 
that of its convenience or its desire 
to use the commodities produced by 
the worker and marketed by the-em- 
ployer. These are the actual func- 
tions of labor and so-called capital, 
yor, in clearer terms, laborers and 
capitalists. In this definition we 
sweep aside all other side-issue con- 
siderations, such as directing mind; 





tions under which they work, but 
rather with the continuous opera- 
tion of industry so that its wants 
may be. supplied without interrup- 
tion. After these wants have been 
supplied it is a matter of no con- 
cern to the community what be- 
comes of the worker. 

** In the present analysis of indus- 
trial relations ‘the community’ is 
not clearly defined. We shall, there- 
fore, consider it from its historical 
aspect. 


"Th workers throughout history 
in all similar agitations are usually 
classed as the mob. By ‘the mob is 
not always meant a large concourse 
of-humaris moving in miasses with 
the purpose to destroy. The mob as 
characterized here means a definite 
condition of life—a lower order of 
living than that enjoyed by the 
prosperous or the well-to-do. To 
change this order of living to a 
higher standard means that the mind 
of the mob is awakened to a better 
order, and when thus awakened it is 
not content with its low estates. Its 
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the same rights as any one else to 
choose their own course in life. If 
‘a miner desires to take up another 
calling, that is his right, and if a 
body of miners have the same de- 
sire, they have the same collective 
right. -We do not ask that other 
men shall be bound to the soil, and 
ave shall resist the demands or the 
schemes of other men-to bind us to 
the soil. 

“We are freemen and we shall 
exercise the powers of freemen in 
maintaining our rights. These rights 
are embodied in the principles of 
trade unionism. (Collective bargain- 
ing with equal powers of the em- 
ployers; the right to strike when in 
our judgment the conditions of em- 
ployment justify, such action; the 
right to take advantage of every 
lawful opportunity to better our con- 
dition. We shall resist all encroach- 
ments upon these rights with all the 
powers of which we are capable. 
And by our resistance we shall keep 
clear the road to progress.

Now and 
then Yankee sailors took to their 
boats in hot haste to flee from fierce 
enemiés, and once in a while retali- 
ated. bx shooting up the villages of 
huts when their own distillations ex- 
cited them or native depredations de-, 
manded reprisals. 

Of all nations, the United States 
first coneluded a treaty with the Sul- 
tan of Zanzibar, and for tens of years 
following the war with England in 
1812 American influence was pre- 
dominant there and all about nearby 
‘Africa.

The Sultanate of Zanzibar goes 
back to the time of Christ, but even 
the present Prince, who reigns by 
the grace of Engiand, descends from 
dynasties which include such names 
as, Ophir; Sheba, Joktap, Hazar- 
maveth and Saba. Always Zanzibar 
has been closely cohnected in history 
with Arabia, and the present ruler 
and many of his subjects Are as Arab 
as Haroun-al-Raschid, though most 


of them are Sgahili negroes. 


Zanzibar is the meeting place of 
the people of three continents. In 
an hour’s stroll one. encounters, be- 
sides the solitary American—the Cont 
sul—representatives of every Euro- 
pean country; cannibals from the 
Congo, Chinamen, Nubians, Abys- 
sinians, Somalis, the deep-chested 
coast negro, Yaos, Baluchs and 


Egyptians, Persians and Hindus, 


Cingalese and Turks, Goans and 


Japanese, Syrians and Madagascars. 


For millenniums Zanzibar and its 
adjacent coast have been the spoil of 
successive irréuptions, of wars and 
and recently of 


murderous raids, 
European aggression, or, if one will, 
the scene of benevolent endeavor by 
Germany and Great Britain. 
_ Germany seized an adjoining’ sec- 
tion of East Africa in thé 80s, to the 
indignation of London finance and 
diplomacy, and it was feared that 
she intended to take Zanzibar, in 
which British influence was supreme. 
However,. by the 
agreement of 1890 pag ern 
boundaries between the British and 
German spheres were mutually de- 
cided on, and, says Major Pearce,

Since the war to make the world 
safe for democracy Britain has taken 
-over Germany's share of the swag, 
and the Sultan of Zanzibar ts even 
more protected. 
A very interesting story of . the 
advance of ‘Zanzibar in modern 
times is written by Major Pearce, 
who has muth ofthe consular view- 
point. For a leisurely pursuit of 
odds and ends of knowledge, or for 
the scholar, geographer, historian, 
or student of Arab dominion I rec- 
emmend his volume. He makes out 
the aristocratic Arabs who own the 
land of Zanzibar, and under the 
‘kindly puissance of George thé Fifth 
administer it, ‘‘ perfect gentlemen, 
hospitable and dignified.’ . 
No thrills, few laughs, but the 
book marches on in a pleasant and 
profitable path of facts and com- 
ment.

HE title of the book is mislead- 
ing. If it really represented 
the contents it would be quite 
enough to make the weary 

reader turn aside. To use an inde- 
fensible phrase, we are all rather 
** fed up *’ by the long reports sent 
ever during the Peace Conference, 
whieh filled space and showed at least 
that prudence which reveals nothing ; 
~ but this book is not of that class. It 


& is not only a record of what the mem- 
* bers of the Peace Conference did 


but of what they thought they ought 
© . to do and their reasons for thinking 
| they ought to do it. It is a philo- 
sophical study of the meeting at 
Versailles, with. certain touches of 
‘humor, of which the author seems 
at.times to be too elaborately un- 
conscious. 

The second title, ‘‘ A Presidential 
Pilgrimage Leading to the Discovery 
of Europe,"’ is better. 

The gding of the President of the 
United States made an epoch, and 
the partial discovery of the very 
complicated minds of the older 
countries, as represented by their 
statesmen, has given the American 
people such a shock that they are 
only beginning tc find out that they 
knew much less of Europe than they 
thought they a 

Among the touches of humor Is the 
enecdote of how M. Beurgeois at- 
tempted to defeat the Monroe Doc- 
trine dm an amend t on 
which Mr. Wilson had determinedly 
insisted, against the violent oppo- 
sition of the French and the Eng- 
lsh. After the conference President 
Willson announced that the matter 
was settled, but M. Bourgeois in- 
sisted that it was not settled; he had 
made a *' reservation '* and he would 
carry the question of the Monroe 
Doctrine into the plenary session of 
the Peace Conference. ** But,’’ Mr. 
Thompson says, ‘‘ as he spoke in 
French no one understood him, and 

his ‘ reservation’ was not consid- 
ered any interference with the adop- 
tion of the amendment."’ And when 
it is concluded to call the contract in 
Article X. an ‘ undertaking ’” the 
President, with a twinkle in his eye, 
remarks: ‘‘ And we will be-the un- 
dertakers!"’ 

Many of us have wondered why 
Orlando, Clemenceau and = Lloyd 
George should have fought so ter- 

_ ribly against the Fourteen Points, 
each in the interest of his respective

his limitations. To those conserva- 
tives who objected to his going to 
Europe at all the reply may be made 
that the Allies, if left to their own 
tender diplomatic devices, would 
have insisted that the United States 
should pay them an indemnity for 
not entering the war sooner. ‘This 
was the only extreme to which our 
brethren across the seas did not go, 
at least by way of suggestion. 

Mr. Thompson quotes one of the 
American financial advisers as being 
approached by M. Klotz, the French 
Finance Minister, on the question of 
a “* redistribution " of the war debt, 
which meant, of course, the assum- 
ing by the Amertcan taxpayer of the 
burden of the billions owed by Eu- 
rope, and he also quotes M. Puech, 
Chairman of the Budget Committee 
of the Chamber of Deputies, as say- 
ing: ‘‘ If the United States does not 
guarantee Germany's debt to 
France, there will be a revolution in 
France."”" To which the Americar 
financial adviser very reasonably re- 
plied: ‘“‘ And if the United States 
does guafantee Germany’s debt to 
France, we shall have a-revolution 
tn the United States.”

It was 
President Wilson who, after a strong 
fight, gave it this international im- 
portance.

Cecil turned the scales in 
favor of British support of the inter- 
national character of the doctrine, 
but certain of the French delegates 
were unwilling to admit-such a defi- 
nition. It was then that the Presi- 
dent declared himself in a speech 
full of dramatic force. ‘* It was the 
Monroe Doctrine,” he said, “* which 
held back the wave of absolutism 
sweeping over Europe in the days of | 
the Holy Alliance. And yet. we are 
chagrined and discouraged to come 
here and find those whom we came 
to help in the struggle against ab- 
solutism arrayed here in opposition | 
to the doctrine. which first served to 
protect France and. the rest of the 
world against the dangers of absolu- 
tism."

The study of cousinships in corn, 
begun in Connecticut and continued 
at’ the Bussey Institution, Jamaica 
Plain, grew out of this familiar in- 
terest in Mendelism. It was not 
meant, of course, to solve any maz- 
ter knot of human fate. The primary 
quest was merely to discover the 
relative advantages of close breeding 
and wide breeding in a highly varia- 
ble. cultivated plant. It at first ac- 
knowledged only the corn. 

Yet, because protoplasm is similar 
stuff whether found in.moss or in 
mankind, and because nature's laws 
of the transmission of characters are 
more and more discovered to be the 
same among all species, the logy 
bétween the cornfield and the city 
full of people is suspected of being 
not too far-fetched after all. It at 
least is plausible enough to make 
other than professional plant breed- 
ers interested in the Harvard experi- 
ments. If the broad theory of bio- 
logical science is correct you can 
argue aright from cabbages to kings. 

Plants are bette: than animals for 
the biologist to experiment with be- 
cause the same pliant may as a rule 
be either self-fertilized or cross-fer- 
tilized. It .is possible, working 
among plants, to inbreed without 
crosses of any kind and to compare 
the results with outbreeding. Fur- 
ther up in the scale of evolution, 
where male and female divide the 
household duties, inbreeding is never 
theoretically complete. It merely 
limits the total number of ancestors 

from whom an individual derives his 
character. 

Among corffmon plants one that is 
most distinctively variable, that can 
be made by the ordinary methods of 
breeding to produce large ears and 
small ears and ali sorts of other 
peculiarities, is the familiar maize. 
This is no stubborn, phlegmatic, re- 
sistant species. It is as plastic in 
the hands of agriculturists as clay in 

the potter’s. By proper. hybridiza- 
tion you may produce the gigantic 
and vigorous corn about whose pro- 
digious July growth Kansans like to 
tell Arabian Nights Tales. By dili- 
gent mismating you may evoke a 
poor miserable little runt, having 
taken virtually all the starch out of 
the corn. :

The eliminations of this kind follow 
the Mendelian mathematics. 
Inbreeding, in brief, after a few 
generations in which some, or many, 


‘degenerate individuals are produced 


as part of a sloughing-off process, 
and in which the whole strain loses 
usually something of the bigness and 
vigor , typical of hybridization, pro- 
motes a uniformity of offspring in 
the given stock which is not to be 


people have studied and theorized 
along eugenic lines. Facts almost 
innumerable -have been amassed to 
show that superior and inferior traits 
are passed on by heredity, after the 
fashion of Mendelian characters. 
The precise processes, the very 
nature of some characters, whether 
** dominant ’’ or “ recessive,’’ is not 
known; experimentation remains im- 
Possible in dealing with the human 
stock, and observation has often 
been defective or inefficient. Yet 
enough has appeared io make it 
tolerably certain that heredity in 
man follows the universal laws, and 
that humanity awaits the beneficent 
effect of application of principles of 
breeding which are already well 
known. 

Comes into tiis discussion Pro- 
fessor East, with his confident as- 
sertion that the facts of inbreeding 
and outbreeding help to an under- 
standing of all the problems of hu- 
man heredity. 

In both the genius groups and the 
degenerate groups which the eugen- 
ists have studied he is struck by the 
extent to which inbreeding has 
clearly taken place. Prompted by 
the instinct of like to mate with like, 
the feeble-minded and the sub-aver- 
ages pick out their own kind; their 
qualities are socially undesirable, but 
are, nevertheless, stabilized into an 
almost monotonous uniformity of 
descent. Close breeding, on the 
other hand, in socially useful stocks 
of individuals 





regarded as in any way debased or 
deteriorated. Crops from the in- 
bred garden will be less luxuriant 
and showy than if raised from seed- 
man’s seed, but they will be reliable: 
You know what kind of corn you 
are going to get, generation after 
generation. 

These generalizations are support- 
ed by tables of results arrived at 
during fifteen years of intensive cul 
tivation of both inbred and vutbred 
maize plants at the Connecticut sta 
tion. With outbred plants ft has 
been easy enough to get the gigan- 
tic hybrid varieties that every seed- 
man likes to exploit. By careful in- 
breeding cornfields have been at- 
tained in which every ear is just 
about like every other ear, all being 
of a medium size and healthy na- 
ture.

“How inbreeding and outbreeding 
have been factors in race and na- 
tionality is a topic on which some 
one some day may write a fascinat- 
ing book. The corn growers touch 
upon it suggestively. They seem tc 
believe that what is true among the 
Maize plants is true among Nordics. 
Alpines and Mediterraneans, thc 
three sub-species of the white racr 
that makes up the Europe of today. 
Here ts, indeed, matter to interes‘ 
the many who have been thrilled h- 
Henry Fairfield Osborn’s great book 
on ** Man in the Older Stone Age *’ 
by Dr. Charlies E. Woodruff's stud- 





ies of the effect of sunlight on 


blondes and the other popular ethno- 
logical and anthropalogical lore of 
this time. 

The difficulties of anthropologists 
are many. “' They havé recognized 
the insubstantial churacter of a lan- 
Buage or nationality basis, and have 
founded their systems on physical 
traits. Even these—head. form,. hair 
shape, skin color, stature and so on 
—have been freely acknowledged to 
be less satisfactory than might be 
desired.” 

The cross breeding in. Europe, 
Professor East observes, has been so 
continuous for centuries that traits 
@riginally characteristic of certain 
peoples because of isolation and the 
consequent inbreeding have been 
shifted-back and forth, combined and 
re-combined, He is skeptical as to 
many of the current classifications, 
such as those made by Madison 
Grant in ‘‘ The Passing of a Great 
Race.”” ** It is wholly possible,’’ he 
says, “‘ that a tall, blue-eyed -doli- 
chocephalic Frenebman really pos- 
sesses fewer of .the so-called Nordic 
factors than a short, dark-eyed 
roundhead.”’ 

Herein, as an ethnologist might 
retort, is room for much 
There are great areas of Central 
Europe and France overspread-by 
the familiar Peasant type who at 
least superficially have the same 
physical characters. There are sub- 
merged Alpines, like the Wends of 
Prussia, who are known to have 
kept to themselves for centuries in 
small communities with an amount . 
of inbreeding that may be conjec- 
tured. There are districts of. Scan- 
dinavia where a practically pure 
Nordic stock has never known any 
considerable invasion or infiltration 
of Alpine or Mediterranean aliens. 
There is Iceland, perhaps the best 
example in the world of an inbred 
human strain, high grade, emotion- 
ally stable, an apparently close an- 
alogue of the inbred Connecticut 
cornfield. 

The variability of the English and 
Scots, with their 50-50 mixture of 
Nordic and Mediterranean, may be 
explained under Professor East's _ 
theory as the probable prime cause 
of the Anglo-Saxon genius for gov- 
ernment and imperialism, for science 
and art.

T the moment of this writing 
the Polish Armies are in gen- 
eral. retreat and a levée en 
™ masse is rousing the entire 
people, including women and chil- 
Grea, to the defense of the life of the 
, republic. 

It is impossible to say whether an 
army in retreat is on the way to dis- 
aster or to triumph: Everybody re- 
members General Sir Douglas Haig’s 
almost recent declaration to his hard- 
pressed troops that Great Britain 
had her back against the wall. Some- 
times that is an inspiring position. 
Haig didnot go through the wall, 
but advanced from it. Poland may 
do the same. 

But whether Poland succeeds or 
fails, the truth ought not to be de- 
nied to her, If her high hopes are 
thwarted, it will not be a matter for 
decent rejoicing. 

Poland has suffered from a malig- 
nant, peculiar and persistent hostil- 
ity. During the organization of the

In the meantime imagine that 
America was overrun and that the 
conquerors tore off great strips of 
our territory uot once but twice, 
thrice, till the Ugited States was 
finally reduced to a memory, to a 
mere historical term. 

Imagine 150 years of this political 
non-existence. Imagine the heart- 
break of generation after generation, 
the smoldering anguish of patriotism 
denied expression, the endless bleed- 
ing of freshly quickened wounds. Our 
Southern States with their Lost 
Cause have shown us how Americans 
can suffer, how bitterly and how 
long. ‘ 

Not all Americans understand patri- 
otism or national sentiment. _The peo- 
ple who gave us our greatest trouble 
during the late war were those 
sneerers at our every motive and ef- 
fort, those editors, professors and red 
revolutionists who cried ‘* capitalis- 
tic war" when we sent our armies 
overseas to save our own homes from 
devastation. We have always had 
and shall always have a certain num- 
ber of people’> who are superior to 
patriotic fire and who cannot un- 
derstand it. They despise it in Amer- 
icans. They despise it in the Poles. 

But to return to our imaginations: 
Suppose that we somehow survived 
a century and a half of vain and 
bloody revolutions, of stubbornly re- 
sisted efforts to destroy our lan- 
guage, our literature, our beliefs, our 
statues of Washington and Lincoln, 
of imprisonment for every child who 
dared to hum “ The Star-Spangled 
Banner” or ** Yankee Doodle ’’ or 
** Dixie,’’ and then, suddenly, liberty 
came within our reach! 

Suppose that hope set our descend- 
ants on fire, set-them to raising ar- 
mies, fighting the tyrant at home 
and abroad, and that finally the Uni- 
ted States was offered reconstitu- 
tion as a nation. 

Imagine another dreary wait of 
such months as Poland endured aft- 
er the armistice while a council of 
victors debated a hundred frontiers, 
and then imaginé ouf feelings if we

population. 

Imagine our statesmen demanding 
the original United States from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, from the 
lakes to the Guif. Imagine a loud 
laugh going up from the eminent 
statesmen round the board disgusted 
by our grasping imperialism. 

Imagine our American interceders

They were not so 
volubie with regard to the Lusitania 
and Verdun. 

The ‘* out-of-date thunderbolt "’ 
explained the causes of the war in a 
naive and convinced manner. He 
was sure that it was brought about 
by the fears of Germany's neighbors. 
** Out of apprehension and jealousy 
they hurled themselves at her.’’ 
Kluck expressed admiration for the 
French and referred to the Belgians 
as ** good people ’’’—he was quite 
sure that no terroristic methods had 
been employed by the German ar- 
mies in Beigium; any unfortunate 
events that occurred there were due 
to the illegitimate activities of 
francs-tireurs. He did not believe 
that an immediate recovery of Ger- 
many’s military power was possible, 
but he reminded Lieut it Berger 
of the recuperative abilities displayed 
by the Prussian army after its crush- 
ing defeat at the hands of the great 
Napoleon. After reading this inter- 
view one can see Kluck only as an 
old soldier, trained in a narrow mold, 
with a mind, naturally none too 
clever, limited by a horizon of gold 
lace and military necessities. 

General Bohen is a very different 
person. Lieutenant Berger sums up 
his character in two sentences, re- 
markable for their brevity and the 
amplitude of meaning that they con- 
tain. ‘* He is a great Boche Gen- 
eral. He has to his credit the de- 
struction~of Termonde and Lou- 
vain.’’ After that we feel that we 
know Bohen unmistakably, and are 
not likely to forget him. The com- 
mander of the 9th Reserve Corps 
appeared far more intelligent than 
Kluck, and was consequently more 
skilled in evasion. He, of course, 
laid the responsibility for the war at 
the’ door of the Entente powers— 
Russia especially was culpable. His 
remembrance of events at Louvain 
was not quite clear, but he was. sure 
that no irregular incidents had oc- 
curred there during his presence. 
He recommendeti that his interlocu- 
tor see Colonel Klewitz, who had 
been at Louvain and who would be 
able to tell him ‘‘ everything that 
happened."’ F 

Colonel Klewitz proved a Prussian 
officer of the extreme school, and 
“was as arrogant in defeat as he 
would have been in victory.'’ He was 
quite willing to answer all questions, 
but feared that his-memory would 
not prove equal to the task. In re- 
ply _to one interrogation he calmly 
answered, ‘‘ I don’t recollect, after 
five years.’ One is forced to won- 
der what must have been the charac- 
ter of the events that were success- 
ful in .destroying a man’s memory 
of Louvain. They must “have been 
of a compelling nature. 

These examples demonstrate the 





attitude of the old German militarists 
after the armistice. Kluck dwelt 
among his “ trophies of the chase *’ 
and found consolation in the mem- 
ory of events after Jena; Bohen was 
convinced that the violation of Bel- 
gian neutrality was a necessity, and 
felt sure that the conduct of the 
German arms had been irreproacha- 
ble; Klewitz regretted that one was 
apt to forget after five years; and 
stronely felt that the armistice vio- 
lated .‘‘ all the laws of ‘humanity."’ 
Seemingly there were few signs of 
regeneration among these represen- 
tatives of the old Junker order. They 
refused to consider themselves. de- 


feated; they still felt that the fu- 


ture held a place for a German army. 

This was the attitude of the war- 
riors, but would one not find a differ- 
ent viewpoint among men who had 
never formed a working part of the 
military machine? What did the 
artists and literary men of Germany 
have to say about the war? Surely 
these men who revered beauty could 
have found nothing but horror in_the 
recent conflict. > 

Max Liebermann, the old painter

gian neutrality was regrettable, but 
necessary.’ He refused to believe 
that any policy of wholesale destruc- 
tion had been carried out by the Ger- 
man armies, and assured Lieutenant 
Berger that any stories supporting 
such an idea were the product of 
super-excited imaginations. 

Richard Strauss, the composer of 
** Salome," and Herman Suder- 
mann, the author of ‘* Magda,"’ 
agreed with Liebermann that their 
country had always longed for | 
peace. Sudermann said: ‘* France | 
was the enemy of Germany, but 
the Germans have never been ene- 
mies of the French. We came out 
of this long struggle without bitter- 
ness. But if the Entente wishes to 
exploit its victory to the limit, if 
France snatches from us territory 
which is German, she will engender 
the idea of revenge, and that idea 
will persist for centuries."’ 

Mr. Young, experienced in the dip- 
lomatic service before the war, went 
to Berlin with very mych the same 
object as Lieutenant Berger, as a 
special correspondent of The Lon- 
don Daily News. One of his prin- 
cipal desires was to determine 
whether or not the revolution was a 
trustworthy phenomenon, Did it 
represent-a real revolt of the people 
against the old order, or was it a 
skilfully directed drama performed 
for the benefit of the allied world?. 

His book gives us a graphic ac- 
count of the revolution of 1918, with 
@ personal narrative of the reaction 
which took place in December, and 
which assumed more formidable pro- 
portions in the early months of the 
following yéar. “There is a vivid pic- 
ture of street fighting in Berlin with 
which our author came in uncom- 
fortably intimate contact. From Mr. 
Young we learn what it means to 
bombard tenement houses with heavy 
artillery. For many thousands, at 
least, the struggle between govern- 
ment forces and insurgents was no 
idle play. 

Sllb eel dass Sinn ted he dd 
better Germany from Mr. Young 
thang we do from Lieutenant Berger. 
Considering thé two volumes to- 
gether, we find ourselves in a state 
of considerable perplexity. ‘Lieu- 
tenant Berger. writes, ‘‘ Let us avoid 
admitting . Germany. prematurely 
into the Society of Nations. But let 
us also guard against remaining in- 
sensible to a repentance which may 
some day be sincere.’’ For Lieu- 
tenant Berger, apparently, .*‘ some 


day *’ is not synonymous with “* to- 
day.”’ In *‘ The New Germany "’ we 
read, ‘‘ It only remains, therefore, 
for Europe and Engiand to recog- 
nize this new departure (the Con- 
stitution) and to ratify it by ad- 
mitting Germany to the League of 
Nations.’’ 

At a time when all persons are 
anxiously looking toward the future, 
it is not unwise,/for the purpose of 
comparison, to throw a glance behind 
us. ‘‘ German Days,’’ by ‘‘ A Polish 
Girl,’’ gives us a view 6f Germany 
before 1914, when Prussianism was 
at the zenith of its pride. It records 
the reactions.of a sensitive child to 
the arrogant and brutal methods of 
education ‘then in vogue.. Children 
are unconscious imitators, and the 
little Germahs “described by “A 
Polish Girl *’ present all the charac- 
teristics \sedulously cultivated by 
their fathers. As we read this book 
we aré reminded of the long road be- 
tween the Germany of yesterday and 
a Germany that could be ved as 
an ptabl b interna- 
tional society. 
If the present generations of Ger- 
mans have managed to effect their 
own cure, they have accomplished 
something akit to a miracle. The 
future alone. holds the- ariswer to 
Many questions.

And from what 
some of the <irls no doubt let him 
know he must have feared that he 
had lost it forever. For not only 
did the soldier from overseas take 
her oyt for nothing, but he was 
always willing to spend his pay on 
her. To the Tommy having to live 
on his 24 cents a day pay this was 
more than scabbing—it was like pay- 
ing for the privilege of working for 
nothing, 

Perhaps his foreboding that the 
good old times of peace are gone for 
good is a true one. At any rate with 


‘the girl’s altered ideas he will find 


it hard to get her back into the old 
way of payine for a walk with him. 
Still he has his red tunic, dark- 
blue trousers, white helmet, and all 
the rest-of it again. The Australian 
and American soldiers are home, 
back with their old loves once more, 
so there is no opposition. And if the 
Tommy Atkins union takes a stand 
and forbids its members to walk out 
for nothing the old times may come 
back again. 

The British War Office also hopes 
to make money out of the reversion 
to the old scheme of things.

The millers owned, organized, or 
dominated banks. Country bankers 
became dependent upon them, as the 
farmer was necessarily dependent 
upon the country bank. The city 
bank could embarrass or ruin the 
country bank by shutting off its 
currency supplies or refusing depos- 
its, and the country bank could shut 
off the farmer's credit; the latter 
also held the farmer's mortgages.

the farmer, exercised through the 
ramifications of the banking and ele- 
vator systems. 

There was, for instance, a legal 
rate of interest fixed at 12 per cent. ; 
but when the farmer asked for a 
mortgage loan from his country 
bank he found that the mortgage 
was dated six months and that the 
banker was entitled to a bonus for 
the loan. The result was that a 
loan of $800 only netted the farmer 
$702, with the obligation to pay in- 
terest every six months on $800.

The farm- 
er, then, lost twenty cents a bushel 
on the grade known as Rejected 
alone, Farming in the Middle North- 
west became an unprofitable busi- 
ness because it cost the farmer 
more to raise and self his product 
than -he -coutd get for it, and the 
trouble was not with ‘the soil or 
with the labor he spent on it. 

The farmers finally revolted and in 
1912 got a referendum on the ques- 
tion whether the constitution should 
be so amended 4s to allow the State 
to puild terminal elevators outside 
the State boundaries. The vote was 
three to one in favor of the proposal, 
only one county voting against it. 
But no elevators were built. -Then 
the question was submitted whether 
the State could build and conduct 
elevators inside or outside the State, 
and the vote wos 51,507 for the pro; 
posal to 18,483 against it. But still 
no elevators arose. The State 
Board of Control decided that there 
was no necessity for them. The re- 
sult was a gathering of farmers at 
Bismarck, who petitioned the Leg- 
islature to carry out the decision 
twice given at the polls. The House 
of Representatives rejected the peti- 
tion by a vote of 64 to 40. 

While the farmers were making 
vain efforts to remedy at the polls 
the conditions they complained of 
they also sought. to remedy them by 
eo-operative associations. One’ of 
these was the Farmers’ Exchange. 
When, however, this association ap- 
plied for admission to the Chamber of 
Commerce its application was re- 
jected, althought no objection was 
raised to its financial responsibility, 
and in -fact no reason at all was 
given. 

It is not to be inferred that the in- 
stances given in this account are the 
only ones which Mr. Russell offers to 
show that farming in North Dakota 
was a hopeless undertaking. On the 
contrary, within the limits of our 
space we haye been compelled to 
make a very limited selection from 
the immense number that he gives: 
We shall have to pass on to his ac- 
count of the way in which the farm- 
ers finally brought themselves to

A. C. Townley was one of the 
farmers who were ruined by the sys- 
tem. He had joined the Socialist 
Party as a means of protest, ** but, 
accumulating a disgust for its meth- 
ods- and a wise prevision of its fu- 
tility, had left it.’’ Townley saw that 
there was no use in forming a third 
party, although he believed that the 
remedy lay through getting the State 
to protect the farmer from-manipula- 
tion. It was necessary to do the 
work not at elections but at the 
primary. 

Townley's plan of financing an or- 
ganization which should not be a 
party by means of dues is so well 
known that.there is no use in de- 
scribing it-here. He won to his aid a 
farming family named Wood, and in 
Wood’s automobile they went about 
organizing the State. In six days 
they had seventy-nine members and 
had not met with a refusal. The 
farmers paid in post-dated checks; 
that is, it being February, when they 
had little money, they dated their 
checks the following October. How- 
ard Wood got $1,200 on a note and

nine-tenths of those to whom they 
must appeal were poverty-stricken 
struggiers against bankrupting 
money rates and ruinous market con- 
ditions,"’ and even $1 looked ex- 
tremely large for such a venture.

The appearance of this new and 
large organization headed by an un- 
known man whose plan included the 
payment of commissions to the or- 
ganizers on each $6 membership fee 
startled the State and led-to the de- 
nmunciation of Townley and his or- 
ganizers as a band of swindlers, 
while the farmers who joined were 
described as ** Six Dollar Suckers.” 
Some of the members were fright- 
ened out of thé movement, but not 
many. : 

Mr. Russell does, not deny that 
there was some basis for the charge 
that the league was not democrati- 
cally directed; +in' fact, he says that 
it was managed ‘* much <after the. 
example of the great corporations 
that it must do battle with.’’ It was 
directed by Townley, its President, 
and an Executive Committee of four. 
But the author defends this scheme 
of management on the ground that 
the league had to fight a long and 
doubtful battle against ably generaled 
corporations, and could not hope to 
get anywhere with an army ‘‘ where- 
in all should be generals and al 
manoeuvres debated at the street 
corners.’’ The program on which the 
league, now 40,000 strong, went to 
the polls in 1016, its first battle, pro- 
posed. State terminal elevators, flour 
mills, stockyards, packing houses 
and cold storage_plants; State hail 
Ynsurance; exemption of farm im- 
provements from taxation; State in- 
spection of dockage and grading;

It is not with- 
in the province of this article to re- 
view Mr. Russell’s enthusiastic de- 
scription of ites character and’ work, 
which may be summarized by say- 
fing that the session was short, busi- 
nesslike, grave, and brief of legisla- 
tion, with personal and log-rolling 
bills eliminated. As a matter of 
fact, we believe these encomiums to 
be deserved only by reason of the 
fact that the program was deter- 
mined on by the leaders, and that 
the league. members followed or- 
ders. This we say with no disposi- 
tion to derogate from whatever 
claim to admiration the Legislature

** soviet *’ of the farmers, and-soviet 
is an unpopular word. If we sub- 
stitute the word “‘ caucus,”’ the sin- 
ister significance disappears. Cau- 
cus is not a favorite word in Amer- 
ica, but it is not un-American, new, 
radical or seditious. It dates back 
to the first days of the Republic, 
when submission to the will of the 
caucus was as common-at Philadel-

Mr. Russell answers that 
by pointing out that under the law 
Dr. Ladd, now State Inspector, had 
power to revoke the license of any 
local elevator man found guilty of 
unfair grading.

extent to which the pub- 
lished play has grawn during 
the last decade is extremely | 
gratifying. Ten years ago 
such a proceeding was loeked upon 
by most publishers with suspicion. 
It was hardly part of their belief 
that the general reader cared to 
peruse a play in printed form.: Such 
exceptions as Shaw, Ibsen and the 
like merely proved the rule. There 
were many reasons for this belief. 
Starting in Elizabethan times and 
extending through the seventeenth 
century (omitting, of course, the 
Reformation period, when drama 
was anathema to the Roundhead 
followers of Cromwell), it was quite 
the fashion to read plays as well as 
see them acted. Printed plays were 
more numerous than novels, and 
they shared with poetry a foremost 
position in libraries and bookstals, 

One reason that might be advanced 
was that the public of those times 
was more imaginative. It was easier 
to visualize a drama from the printed’ 
page than it is now. But this seems 
to be hardly a fair reason. The in- 
tellectual ardor of today miay not be 
as swift to apprehension of imagi- 
native phases and it may not be as. 
vitally concerned with literary activi- 
ties as in those first great days when 
Jiterature and drama were being 80 
greatly molded, but it is hardly less 
developed or incapable of under- 
standing. 

The play went out of fashion 
during the tremendous growth of the 
novel. Readers found a deeper satis- 
faction in narrative which left less 
to their imagination and brought s0 
much more in thought and exposi- 
tion. The era of the novel began; 
plays were an outmoded fashion. 
Then the theatre developed so rap- 
idly. It was easier to see a play 
than read it, and it must be admitted 
that the true purpose of drama is 
representation by actors and not @ 
vicarious action in the brain. 

Another reason for the lack of in- 
terest in the printed play was that’ 
the printed play lost its literary ap- 
peal during the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. If one goes back 
and attempts to stagger through the 
dreary field of printed drama it 
will be discovered hard going. Dram- 
atists, with a developed instinct for 
action, paid but scant attention to 
the readable qualities of dialogue.

HE reaction. of the dictionary 
and encyclopedia makers to

: begins with the announce- 
ment of a new edition of the Ency- 
clopaedia. Britannica, upon which 
Hugh Chisholm, who has been its 
editor since 1904, is already at work, 
with the aid of a large staff, of 
whom part are in London and part 
in New York. This new edition, the 
twelfth, will consist of the twenty- 
nine volumes-of the eleventh edition 
and three supplementary volumes 
uniform with the others iff size and 
“mount of matter contained in each. 
About 70 per cent. of the new mat- 
ter will be devoted to the war, its 
developments and results, and ques- 
tions connected with it, while ad- 
yances in social, economic and in- 
dustrial affairs will fill the remain- 
ing space. 

The dates at which the several 
editions have appeared show curious 
variations in the lapse of time be- 
tween them. The first edition was 
published in 1768, the second in 
1777, the third in 1788, the fourth 
in 1801, the fifth in 1815, the sixth 
im 1823, the seventh in 1830, the 
eighth in 1853 then ninth in 1875, 
the tenth in 1902, the eleventh in 
1911, while the twelfth will be ready 
in 1921. Until the eleventh edition 
appeared the ninth was the chief 
and famous edition of modern 
times, the tenth—being that edition, 
with several supplementary vol- 
umes bringing it up to date. as the 
forthcoming additional volumes wi!l 
do for the last edition. :

These characteristics- have dictated 
that she should play Latin types, and 
as American dramas are not usually 
built .around- foreign women she has 
been condemned to shine as a small 
part actress. But now, ‘‘ Enter, Ma- 
dame.’’ Miss Varesi’s mother was 
an ‘Italian prima donna, for whom 
Verdi wrote one-of his operas. That, 
however, as a famous writer..said in 
other words, is something else again. 


name of Harris occurs rather 

frequently in theatrical circles, 

and even those who follow the 

stage closelv are sometimes confused.

Wiis successes being*‘‘ The Lion and 
the Mouse,’’ 
and ‘' The Chorus Lady.’’ Among the 
stars who came out under his direc- 
tion were Elsie Ferguson; Helen Ware 
and Rose Stahl. J 


While Henry B. Harris was aa 
producing, William, Jr., was studying 
at Columbia University. and traveling 
abroad. He was just returning to 
America when his brother. lost his life 
in the. sinking of the Titanic, and he 
joined his father and his brother's 
widow in arranging the affairs of the 
estate, of which the widow assumed 
the management. She now produces 
under her ‘own name, and owns the 
Hudson- and Fulton Theatres, having 
recently. sold the. Harris. 

Having thus been brought into the 
theatrical game, William Harris, Jr., 
began to produce plays himself, but 
less extensively than his brother had 
done. One of his first productions to 
attract. nnusual attention was ‘* The 
Yellow Jacket.’’ Then came ‘*‘ Twin 
Beds ’’ and ‘‘ The Misleading Lady,’’ 
with ‘*.The Thirteenth Chair ’’ mark- 
ing his first venture with large finan- 
cial returns. He produced this play in 
conjunction with his father, who died 
shortly afterwafd, and since then he 
bas gone on alone. He introduced Fay 
Bainter to New York in ‘‘ Arms and 
the Girl ’’ and brought her back in 
the twe-season success ‘** East Is 
West." He also put on ‘* Abraham 
Lincoln,’’ which is still going at the 
Cort ‘Theatre with a promise of con- 
tinuing through the Summer into the 
more favorable weather and- — of 

Mr. Harris‘is still in his thirties, ex- 
pecting to fill the years ahead of him 
with activity.

THE GENTLE COLLABORATORS 





HE joys and sorrows of collabora- 
tion were’ told recently by Alice 
Duer Miller, whois “not yet ’” a 

recognized playwright, but one of the 
best known writers of fiction. ‘‘ Not 
yet,”"” because her first play, ‘‘ The 
Charm School,’’ which she has written 
with Robert Milton, does not open. un- 
til Monday night, Aug. 2, at the Bijou 
Theatre.~ She.may best be remembered 
by playgoers'as the author of the book 
** Come Out. of the Kitchen,’’ which 
was .dramatized,, and served Ruth 
Chatterton for so long on Broadway. 

Robert Milton, the senior partner in 
the collaboration of ‘* The- .Charm 
School,’’ is also unknown as a-drama- 
tist. Few names, however, are bet- 
ter known among managers and. pro- 
ducers and the theatrical profession. 
He ‘has been connected with many 
Broadway successes as a free lance 
director, and‘ is spoken of as a ‘‘ con- 
sulting director,’’ for he is fréquently 
called in to-give a diagnosis after play- 
doctors and managers bave given a 
case. up as hopeless. 

This..is-what Mrs. Miller had -to-say 
about. collaboration: 

** Collaboration is not difficult—not, 
that .is; if. you have one- lively idea, 
and two. perfectly good tempers. Col- 
laboration in making the play of ‘ The 
Charm School’ was not difficult, I 
hasten to add, either to Mr. Milton, or 
to me. Fs 

‘* Having acquired the-idea, and the 
sweet dispositions, the next thing is 
to learn each other’s language. For 
instancé, I found out almost at: once 
that when .Mr.: Milton looks particu- 
larly kind, clasps his’ hands quickly 
“together, and says, “ Not so good,’ 
he means that the suggestion I have 
just made’ shall-not go into the play, 
except. over his’ dead body.” 

** I. had supposed myself entirely 
‘without any similar formula, but Mr. 





Milton, tells me I .am mistaken. _ It 
seems when I wish to reject a sugges- 
tion of his I allow a long, depressing 
silence to greet his exposition of it, 
and then: I say, trying to be open- 
minded: * Well, ‘we might try it.’ 

= Strangely enough I have. been 
more eager than Mr. Milton to-cut’ the 
play... I dm always’trying to takeout 
lines—even my own sacred lines, which 
were in the original story in. The 
Saturday Evening Post—whereas Mr. 
Milton becomes. attached to lines as to 
old friends,.and I am continually met 
by his gentle, ‘ I kind of like it,’ which 
means*the line stays at least for an- 
other rehearsal. And I-must ‘confess 
that I still think most of. the things I 
wanted out are better out. There are 
one or two that sound very much .bet- 





ter when, spoken to an audiénce who 
likes them. : 

‘*As to the joys and sorrows of 
literary collaboration, they are very 
much the, samé: as those of.any busi- 
ness partnership. The joy is the joy 
of getting some one else to do part of 
your work for. you,. and. of being 


obliged. by atiother persons’s industry | pi 


to. work ‘when. if left-to yourself ‘you 
would .be ‘idle.. The sorrow'is the sor- 
row. of not: being able always to have 
your own way. 

** And, of course, the Eee solu- 
tion of collabofation is: the same as-in 
business, as every. wise business’ man 
will tell you—and that is to let one per- 
son do most of the work. Which 
person? Oh, that’is something no wise 
collaborator .evér tells.’’

FUTURE OF THE PHOTOPLAY. 


OOTH TARKINGTON, 4a has been

Those who work in pictures so 
far—rapid as advance has been—areée the 
pre-primitives. Mechanically the great 
day of the new art will be very different 
from this day, of course. Color and 
stronger form will come; the flatness 
and grayness will bée gone. But the 
more important difference, haturally, 
will be in quality—the quality of. the 
thought expressed. ; 

“TI think that nowadays we are pretty 
crudely struggling to get a little upward 
in the new expression. In the’ nature 
of the business, the quality is still kept 
under; the necessity of entertaining the 
the -stupidest parts of audiences tends 
toward timidity. 

‘** People hate to think,’ it is . said. 
But that isn’t true. They do hate any- ; 
thing they catch trying to make them 
think,’’ , 

So, apparently, Mr. Tarkington is not 
going to join those energetically engaged 
in ‘*‘ putting the movies over as they 
are’ by the well-known method of em- 
ploying ‘‘ the psychological imperative,”’ 
‘‘ ceaseless repetition,’’ ‘‘the atmos- 
phere of authority,” and other devices 
of the salesman.

playing of a Czechoslovak concert ¢om- 
pany, which “spoke straight to us,” 
and the production by the London Sym- 
phony Orchestra of Seriabin's ‘‘ Poéme 
de 'i’Extase,”” which ‘revealed in a 
flash ’’ the Russian composer’s later de- 
velopment, ‘‘so compelling in its as- 
piration.’””

pers of the Scotti Opera Company. These: 
were represented as saying they had 
found on their Spring tour “the one 
wild Western town.”’ 

If Tulsa, Okla., is touchy on such a 
point, it has a right to be, according to 
a Director in the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who writes that the Scotti com- 
pany was heard “by a capacity house 
in & modern fireproof conventiofi' hall, 
which seats 3,200 people comfortably,”’ 
and that for night lodging there the 
singers were “‘ put up at a ten-story 
modern hotel.”’ 

“In the city of Tulsa,”’ adds the letter 
writer, ‘‘ we have, under the last census, 
slightly in excess of 72,000 people. We 
have- more than 100 miles of asphalt 
paved streets, with building permits 
since Jan. 1, 1920, in excess of $6,000,000. 
Our bank clearing exceeds $2,000,000 per 
day, and we have more than $70,000,000 
on deposit in the nine banks of this city. 
There are forty’ churches in. Tulsa, a 
$400,000 Y. W. .C. A. plant and a $350,000 
YY. M. CG. A. 

* Tt is not in any sense a wild Western 
town, but on the contrary a city of 
culture, of modern conveniences and cos- 
mopolitan population. No member of Mr. 
Scotti’s company should have paid $6 
taxi fare from hotel to theatre, nor was 
\t necessary to travel over the ‘only’ 
main street, there being dozens of paved 
streets in the downtown district between 
the hotels and the Convention Hall.’’

They shake their. heads a bit rue- 
fully: ‘The public has just gotten 
trained to want an ‘interior decorator.’ 
It-has taken fifteen years to create this 
desire in them—and it is: because the de- 
sire actually exists that the awful in- 
vasion of incompetents has come. We 
might shake our clients off with the 
dust you mention.’’ 

So it apparently devolves into regen- 
eration of the profession from. within. 
The founders of this society believe that 
this can be accomplished if it sets a 
standard so high that the Architectural 
League can treat with it as an equal— 
even while. the commercial asset of ‘‘ in- 
terior decorator ’’ is retained. Mean- 
time the questions presenting themselves 
for solution are all very complex, and it 
will require an infinite amount of wis-

President Juarez had to flee Mexico 
City, and he was accompanied in “his 
flight to Bi: Paso, on the American bor- 
der, by Lerdo and Iglesias, These three 
men represented practically the execu- 
tive, legislative and judiciary powers in 
Mexico, under whose orders the army 
fought until Maximilian and the French 
Were beaten.

_ CAPITOLINE HILL RECLAIMED 





“T is a matter for apasanadniineent to 
the excavator Commendatore Boni 
and thé antiquarian Professor Ru- 
dotfo Lancian! thet the demolition 
of the Palazzo Caffarelli; on. the 

south side of thé Capitoline Hill, at 
Ronie. is ta. go no deeper. than the first 
story of the mediaeval building which 
for.many years served Germany as her 
embassy in the Bternal City. The foun- 
dations have been left and on them there 
is’ being: erected: one of the most beauti- 
ful terraces everiooking what was once 
the an¢éierit city. 

The Palazzo: stood on the. southwestern 
height of the three heights of the Capi- 
toling,.and from its windows with e 
northern’ exposure could be seen. the 
mediaeval and modern city, with the 
back of the Victor Emmanuel monument 
closé at. hand and St. Peter's in the 
distance; to the northeast could be seon 
the. Capitol, ‘the bufidings of whose 
squaré were designed by Michelangelo, 
while to the southeast the eye swept 
the’ ruined Forum and beyond the Col- 
losseum. Only the last view now re- 
mains from the new terrace... - 

Had the excavations been carried 
deeper, who knows. what relics of an- 
cient Rome might have. been turned up. 
For heré, whether one accepts the story 
told by, Propertius as to the treachery 
ef the Ronian maiden Tarpeia or the 
story. of her ‘heroism: as related by 
Dionysus; legend has fixed the site of 
the famous Tarpeian. Rock, the Rupes 
Tarpeia, from which at the height of 
150 feet prisoners were hurled to. their 
death in full view of the crowds gath- 
ered in thé Forum: And here, too, were 
moré than a score of temples principally 


tainment of his ‘“Germanophil friends 
and his royat guests from the Father- 
land. 2 

It is not proposed to destroy the ad- 
jacent German Archaeological Institute, 
erected in 1874-76, because it is known 
that there are no classical remains 
under that building, which ‘will serve 
for some ‘Italian scientific purpose. Its 
Valuable library, carted off in cases to 
the Castle of St. Angelo when Italy 
went to war with Germany, was the 


recent meeting: of the Accademia dei

‘the Capitoline Garden,” and*-it is 
hoped by Romans that the houses at 
‘the foot of the Tarpeian Rock, which 
now obscure the view of that famous 
spot, may also be cleared away. 

Thus henceforth the -visitor will no 
longer*have difficulty in seeing the rock 
well' from below, nor will he ‘have to 
cross German territory to see it from 
above. If these plans be carried out, 
Rome Will have one of the finest public

**The typical house in Brooklyn, for 
instance, where a good deal of industrial 
housing projects have been started, Is 
the four-story, sixteen-family apartment 
house. The house contains froni seventy 
to eighty rooms, The improvements are 
not many, but not less than the man has 
Such a house, let 
us Say, can be built for $46,000. The 
employer, with his committee of em- 
ployes, arranges with the real estate 
company to set a first mortgage of $30,- 
000 on thé house. The rest is met. by. 
@ corporation formed by the employer 
and his employes. One hundred and 
sixty shares of stock at $100 a share are 
sold-to the employes. Each erfiploye 
who takes part in this arrangement 
applies for ten: shares of stock: © He 
makes the initial payment of $100. ‘The 
rest he pays on an easy installment 
plan. 

Paying fer the Home. 


* Usually this consists of. a quarterly 
payment of 2%: per vent. - the money 
he owes. 

" “The employe who this becomes a 
shareholder in this property continues 
to pay current rents on his apartment. 
The accumulation of the rents - more 
than pays for the maintenance of the 
house, the interest on the moftgage and 
all the other details connécted. with its 
management. The difference between 
the returns and the. expenses is -dis- 
tributed among the shareholders as divi- 
dénds on their stock. 

“In time the indebtedness of the em- 
ploye to the company for the ten shares 
is met. He then not. only has the as- 
surance of an apartment in which he 
can live or rent at will but besides owns 
stock in the company which, in some 
cases, gives him a dividend aa high as 
13 per cent. 

‘In inaugurating a plan of this sort 


the practical employer will turn over the |: 


management of the corporation to men 
who are specialists in that business. 
The real estate man can handle a mat- 
ter of real estate to: much better ad- 
vantage than the man who manufac- 
tures overalls. The Board of Directors 
of the corporation is sélected from 
among the shareholders. These, consist- 
ing asa rule of-a committee of three, 
confer with the real estate men on ques- 
tions of improvement or management. 

“ fhis type of house and building plan 
answers the needs of the city employe. 
The suburban employe wants something 
else. Again, it is a matter of conform- 
ing to the standards of the community. 
The demand in the outskirts of the city 
is. usually for the one or two family 
house. The same committee arrange- 
ment that obtains in the building of the 
city house should obtain in ape building 
of the suburban house. 

‘For the man whe makes about $40 
a week the employer should build a 
house that costs about §$5,000.. Three 
thousand dollars is given on a first 
mortgage. The employe pays $1,000-in 
cash... The remaining $1,000 is paid by 
the company in the form of a second 
mortgage. The employe returns this 
money to the company in ezsy install- 
ments. 

‘Most of the organizations . which 
have adopted housing plans of ‘this 
nature organize Building and Loan As- 
sociations which take care of the fin- 
ancial arrangements of the movement. 
While the man is meeting his. ‘second 


}mortgage, he also pays rent for his 


house. This in.no case should exceed 
25 per’ cent. of his income. After 
the expenses of maintenance and in- 
terest are met, any surplus should be 
applied toward the termination of the 
principal: After that is paid in full, the 
complete management -of the property 
may be either turned over to the erh- 
ploye or it may continué under the 
supervision .of .the corporation which 
built the housing community. 

** Any. corporation which is ,ititerested 
in keeping its mén and in creating a 
spirit of kindlinéss can work -out a 
feasible, practical plan of adequately 
housing its employes. An investment of 
$100,000 can finance one hundred $5,000 
houses. This $100,000: will in time be re- 
turned to the industrial plant. There is 
nothiag to lose as far as Money is con- 
cerned and a great deal to gain in the 
way. of warmer feeling and greater ‘in- 
dustrial co-operation.” J

XCAVATIONS .in the Pueblo ruins 

in Aztec, N. M., carried on by the 

‘American Museum of Natural His- 
tory ef New York City, have brought to 
light a sealed room which gives every 
evidence of a high artistic development 
one the part of those who built it. 

Dr. Clark Wissler, curator of the 
museum’s department of anthropology 
and director of the expedition, gives the 
following descriptign, of it in a letter 
telling of the discovery: 

“The room is in*perfect condition. 
The interior is plasteréd and painted in 
a brilliant white with: dull red. side 
borders and a running series of tri- 
angular designs. No room approaching 
this in* beauty and perfection has ever 
been’ discovered in America. There are 
several adjoining rooms that seem to 
‘have some relation to, this, but it will 
be ‘some time before they can be dug 
eut. f 

‘““What we have is''obviously the 
holiest Sanctum or shrine of these pre- 
historic people.

| INEFFICIENCY OF LABOR. 


Bullders Complain They Do Not Get 
-Honest Day’s Work. 


Labor conditions. in New York City 
. have improved greatly during the past 
few weeks, and the only thing that is 
holding in check the greatest building 
boom the country has ever known is the 
high cost of building material. Prices 
of everything required’ in the construc- 
tion of the modern building whether it 
be a small dwelling or a skyscraper, 
continue ‘to mount. 

This condition is aggravated by the 
lack of transportation facilities and the 
existing freight rates. 

According to the best authorittes, 
there is very little chance of a price 
break in the material market before 
Spring, with the result that, with the 
exception of a few big jobs, construction 
work has almost come to a standstill. 

Many jobs have been abandoned en- 
tirely, with the result that labor is more 
plentiful. 

This surplus of labor has not caused 
any break in the wage scale, however, 
for that is fixed for the next twelve 
months, 

Another strong factor that is respons!- 
ble in a large measure for the construc- 
tion shutdown fs the present lack of pro- 
duction on the part of labor in general. 

Builders complain that every man em- 
ployed in the construction of a‘ building 
is loafing on the.job. They say that the 
bricklayer is. not\ laying half as many 
bricks in a day as he did a few years 
ago, while the other trades take two 
days to complete a job that should be 
finished in one. . 

In other words, labor is demanding 
the highest wages it ever received and 
not giving an honest day’s work for the 
same. 

One of the largest contracting firms in 
New York City recently kept a careful 
check on work accomplished by various 
artisans in an eight-hour day, and 
found it at least 80 per cent. below pre- 
vious standards. 

Discussing labor conditions and build- 
ing prospects in this cotintry in a re- 
cent speech before the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce, John Fletcher, Vice 
President of the Dearborn National 
Bank of. Chicago, made a strong plea-for 
increased production, and advocated a 
ten-hour day for two years, claiming 
that work was the one and only cure for 
the economic ills that beset the country. 

In the course of his remarks Mr. 
Fletcher said: ‘' Property and its man- 
agement is one ofthe great questions 
of the day. We are living in an age 
when wealth is increasing at a prodig- 
fous rate, and connected with its in- 
crease as well as its possession very 
naturally many serious problems have 
arisen. 

“There has never. been a day since 
men began to own things that they have 
owned as many as they do today... As 
time goes by inventive men will continue 
to find new sources of woalth-in uneue- 
acted: places, 

“Our. great bond thrift campaigns 
. Phave-taught thrift and ‘ “conservation to 
practically every Américan. If we had 
any widespread fault it was that of 
thriftlessness. We havé always been 
the greatest money makers in the world, 
but we have.always been the champion 
spenders. There is no question in my 
mind, now that 20,000,000 of us are 
bondholders, that we shall as a nation 
be able to stand. prosperity without los- 
ing our heads, , 

‘“The United States. Government is 
spending millions ‘and devoting the en- 
ergies of anventire départment of the 
Federal service to educating the rural 
population of the country to greater ef- 
fort. 

‘*Do you realize the emergen that 
actually exists? Within calrty eare. 
from 1 to 1910, our rural population 
has fallen from 70.5 per cent. to 53.7 
per cent. 

‘** Production per.acre in all but three 
of our ten most important crops has de- 
renee. eat in, ten years. has 

dropped 35 per cent., corn 14.4 per cent. 
pon od beef supply has dropped 25 per 

“* Now, the basis for the demands of 
labor for wages is the cost of liv- 
ing. I have a good deal of sympathy 
for the position taken by labor. 1 don’t 
think that the sort of informacion that 
they get tends to make them act any 
differently than they are acting today. 

‘Did jt ever occur to you that every 
laborer in this country is assessei so 
much per every year, and he pays it, 
and those funds are turned over to the 
leaders of the unions or to the leaders 
among the laborers and they are used 
for the purpose of sending back to the 
laborers propaganda, pamphlets and in- 
formation? 

** All of this propaganda at the present 
time is along the line of putting a 
premium on idleness, teaching that if 
you work fewer hours you will shorten 
the production and thereby make the 
demand for your production so much 
sngater and your job so much more re- 

re. 

‘* Let us all recognize that we have a 
new load to get rid of, and the only way 
to get rid of it is for every one to take 
off his coat and work ten hours a day 
for the next two years, instead of work- 
ing five-or six hours a day.”’ 

Production is the need of the hour. 
Work is.the only cure for economic fills 
that beset the country. 

‘The world has been on a four-year 
bust. Its digestion is sadly impaired, 
and it doesn’t feel much like work. It 
will suffer considerably before it has 
stomach for the arts of pedce, as it 
knew them before the war. It isn’t go- 
ing to queen out of the trenches over- 
night. But the United States has not 
suffered like other great nations. Its 
greatest trouble is that its internal dis- 
tribution and eco es have been upset. 
If these are intelligently and patient 
worked out America will recover muc 
= rapidly than any of ‘its compet- 


te "But ft must not let the doctrinaires, 
the idealists, the theorists or the ex- 
tremists befog its vision. Instead of 
hunting for a. particular goat, where 
there will be found none, no matter 
how many Investigations are set in mo- 
tion, it m an get to work. We cannot 
pay the fiddler by legislation or regula- 
tion. We have got to earn the price by 


work. 
“ With aoe end of hostilities there 
started the.

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One of the most interesting sections of 
the city from which to watch, from time 
to time, the transforming process from 
old-time conditions of more or less 
quietude to that of lively commercial ac- 
tivity in the lower Seventh Avenue and 
Varick Street locality of _Manhattan 
Island, In spite of the many difficulties 
which have beset builders. several im- 
portant operations for business use are 
now under way,.and, while their value 
represents many millions of dollars, it is 
merely the beginning of a great Wave 
building and commercial activity 
which will surely be seen flowing over 
the entire area within a short time. 
This section, which includes the choic- 
est part of old Greenwich Village, north 
of Spring Street, is also fortunate in 
having many. of its old-time residential 
areas definitely fixed by the zoning act, 
and the changes already in progress in 
certain localities toward decided home 
improvements are as fhoteworthy as 
those of solid trade interests. 

In respect to the preservation of the 
home localities, one of the features of 
the week was the knowledge that the 
theatre projected for the north side of 
Sheridan Square has been abandoned. 
At least the plans for structure .were 
withdrawn, but the architect, William 
J. Cherry, was non-committal when 
asked regarding the future plans. The 
house had been projected by a syndi- 
cate connected with the present Green- 
wich Village Theatre. ‘Unfortunately 
for the smooth running of the plan. the 
site is in a mnesidential zone. which 
means that theatres are barred. Since 
Borough President Curran gave his 
opinion recently that he opposed the ap- 
Plication to take that locality out of 
the home district, the syndicate - real- 
ized that its. cause was lost before 
the Board of Estimate. -Several old 
structures in a miserable condition and 
utterly unsuited for residence use of 
any character now occupy the plot, 
and almost anything respectable ard 
new would be an improvement to that 
part of Sheridan Square. It is under- 
stood that the projectors have other 
Plans in view which may be announced 
within a few months. 


Business in Sheridan Square.

“Square was revealed last week in fhe 


sale of the eight-story factory adjoining 
the south side of the square, being 

to . 184 Washington Place,’ runnif 
through to Fourth Street, with frontages 
respectivély of 59.3 and 04.6 feet. It was 
sold through the firm of Loton H. Slaw- 
son Company. for the Consolidated Den- 
tal Manufacturing Company to Charles 
Hollander, representing an° owning syn- 
dicate, and, has been leased for manu-~ 
facturing uses for twenty-one years to 
the firm of Rice & Hochster, manufact- 
urers. of shell goods and novelties, now 
at 87 Fifth Avenue. The lease begins 
this: month andthe building will be 
slightly altered... It adjoins one of the 
curiosities of Sheridan Square, a low 
triangular building, two stories - in 
height, fronting about 45 feet on the 
south side of the square, 27 feet on 
Fourth Street and coming to a point at 
the junction of the square and Washing- 
ton Place. Quite in keeping, with its 
age, it is used as a curiosity shop, the 
proprietor, known as Villette, the Man 
in Black, being also one of the interest- 
ing human characters of that section of 
old Greenwich. 

Turning to the business changes, the 
two largest operations under way are 
those on the east side of Varick Street, 
between’ Grand and Watts Streets, and 





Clarkson, Greenwich and Houston 
Streets, having frontages of-200 feet on 
Hudson and Greenwich Streets, 339 on 
Houston Street. and 322 on. Clarkson 
Street. On this huge site, where scores 
of workmen and steam shovels are bur- 
rowing deep into the sand that once 
formed the shore liné, of that portion of 
the town, an eleven-story concrete build- 
ing is being erected which, it is said by 
the Turner Construction Company, 
which is doing the work, will be. the 
largest structure of its kind on Manhat- 
tan Island. As one views the immense 
hollowed-out space recently occupied by 
more than thirty old houses he is in- 
clined to believe the statement true. The 
property is.owned by a syndicate known 
as the 395 Hudson Street Corporation, 
rand fifteen-year leases on the big build- 
ing have been made with the Western 
Blectric Company and the New York 
Telephone Company, who will be the 
joint occupants. McKenzie, Voorhees & 
Gmelin are the architects, and the cost 
will represent about $3,000,000, being one 
of the largest operations in progress in 
the city. . It is expected that the build- 
ing will be ready for use next Spring. 
Despite the numerous pools of water in 
the deep’ sandy hollows, the Godwin 
Construction Company, which is doing 
the excavating, states that the job is 
not an unusually hard one and the 
‘foundations for the great-pile of con- 
crete are being laid with evident ease. 
Varick Street Improving. 

The Varick Street operation mentioned 
is also a large one and has the ad- 
ditional interest, from the development 
standpoint, of being the first big struct- 
ure to be erecteGd on one of the many 
vacant blocks on the east side of Varick 
Street left in a vacant or badly dis- 
mantled condition since the cutting off 
of that side of the thoroughfare to give 
it a width of 100 feet. In this cutting- 
eff process, which opened up Seventh 
Avenue direct. to Franklin Street, 
thirty-five feet was cut from the -east- 
erly side of Varick Street and eight or 
ten blocks were completely sliced 
through from: the old terminus of Sev- 
enth Avenue at Eleventh Street, meeting 
Varick Street at Carmine Street, just 
below Hudson’ Park. Under: this raps 
} nificent 100-foot thoroughfare: runs 
PBeyenth Avenue subway, making the en- 
tire section readily accessible for work- 
ers in the industrial houses, end the 
|poadway has been well tepaved. 

In Ats former condition, Varick Street 
was a negiectéd thoroughfare. The 
wider Hudson Street had the advantage 
of most of the commercial improvements 
and several big buildings were erected 
by Trinity ard other owners. The: com- 
méreial development of those far west- 
erly blocks was quite active for several 
years prior to the war, but there has 
been a lull during the last four years. 
A revival of activity has now started 
and it will-not be long before Varick 
Street, with its splendid facilities, will 
be a strong commercial rival of Hudson 
Street. On. the west side are rows of 
old-fashioned red brick houses,, many 
with attic roofs and dormer windows, 
reminiscent of the simple home. days 
two or three generations ago. Like 
many other landmarks which have out- 
grown their usefulness, they seem 
doomed to early .destruction and, in- 
deed, some of them are already disap- 
pearing. 

On the easterly Varick Street block be- 
tween Grand and Watts Streets, fronting 
175 feet by about. 65 feet on the latter 
thoroughfare, a-ten-story concrete build-

Passing by several vacant easterly 
blocks where the runinous effects of the 
street-cutting process are still visible, 
the next improvement is'at the south- 
west corner of King Street, where a’six- 
story loft its nearing completion for 
Charles Cory & Son, dealers in Marine 
electrical equipment. Advancing up the 
new Seventh Avenue extension, a six- 
story loft for the wholesale drug firm 
of Upjohn Company is being completed 
on one of the odd plots left by the re- 
cent cut, forming the block front of 
Bedford Street, 59 and 61, between 
Seventh Avenue and Morton Street, 
fronting 40.5 feet on Bedford and 55 on 
Morton. Hobart B. Upjohn is _ the 
architect and the cost represents about 
$150,000. On completion the firm, now 
on West Broadway, will move to its 
new quarters. Close by workmen be- 
gan last week tearing down two old 
houses at 81 and 83 Bedford Streét at 
the southwest corner of Barrow Street

the short and strangely named streets of 
Greenwich Village, which, in its palmy 
days, evidently saw little more of com- 
merce than was done by the corner 
grocery. 
Leroy Street Changes. 

4t the northeast corner of Hudson and 
Leroy Streets, overlooking Hudson Park, 
which even many of the old inhabitants 
have forgotton, was the original burying 
place of St. John’s Chapel, now only a 
memory, an old four-story building is 
being altered by the architect; William 
J. Cherry, for the exporting firm of 
Dayton & Price, now at 420 Hudson 
Street. The remainder of Leroy Street 
to the east has retained its residental 
character and several of the houses 
have been attractively altered within 
the last year. As it overlooks the park, 
the block years ago was one of the 
choicest in the locality. 


In the lower area-of Varick Street. 


‘there gre evidences. of activity and some 
big ‘operations will come shortly on the 
old 8t;. John’s Chapel site, ‘the largest 
plot for a-big improvement in the whole 
séction. This huge parcel opposite the 
New York Central freight station was 
sold. by Trinity early in the year to 
Adolph Pricken; who plans to erect two 
lorge coastwise wafehouses. The plot 
contains 33,600 squdre feet, fronting 240 
feet on Varick Street and extending 
through for the same frontage to St. 
John’s Lane and 140 feet deep, York 
Street, a small thoroughfare, ends in St. 
John’s Lane opposite the. property and 
it is planned -to extend that tiny 
thoroughfare to. Varick,. bisecting .the 
big plot, which will give the owner two 
parcels. of 100 by .140 feet for improve- 
ments with two eight-story structures 
which, with the land, will represent an 
investment of practically $2,000,000. 

On the Hudson Street side of the 
freight house, two of the‘old residences 
in what.was formerly one of the best 
home blocks, between Beach and Hubert 
Streets, have just been torn down. They 
were those at 147 and 149 Hudson 
Street, the southwest corner of Hubert 
Street. A six-story loft is going up. 
Two six-story lofts are on the Beach 
Street corner, leaving but four of the 
old houses, those at 139 to 145 inclusive.

VARICK. STREET DESTINED AS GREAT CENTRE

: Ericsson Home Gone. 

A far more interesting house in the 
vicinity, being the residence at 36 Beach 
Street, close to the corner of Hudson 
Street, where John Ericsson, the builder 
of the famous civil war monitor, lived 
for thirty years and where he died in 
1889, has just been torn down. In re- 
cent years, like the fine’ house opposite, 
before the freight building blotted out 
St. John’s Park, at 36 Laight Street, for 
many years the home of Isaac Iselin, 

inder of the Iselin fortune, the former 
Ericsson home has been a dilapidated 
Italian tenement, but the high-ceilinged 
rooms still retained their fancy carved 
mantelpieces and ornamental wall work. 
It’was during the Winter before any 
thought that the old place would go so 
soon that the Engineering Societies in 
this citg celebrated the anniversary of 
the beginning of Ericsson’s work in this 
country and the thirtieth anniversary 
of his death, and it was planned at that 
time to place a tablet on the old Beach 
Street house commemorating his work 
there. On its site, and including the ad- 
joining plot at 38, now stands a prosaic 
single-story garage. 

Another commercial building will ‘soon 
be erected in the vicinity on the north- 
west corner of. Varick and North Moore 
Streets, the plot being, 17 to 23 North 
Moore Street. The parcels at 17 and 23 
were purchased last week by the ‘firm 
of Dicks, David Company, dealers in 
dyestuffs. They acquired the interior 
parcels last March and on the combined 
plot, 87 by 75 feet, they Propose to 
erect a building for occupancy at an 
early date. 

The residential improvements in many 
of the old sections within Greenwich 
Village proper have been so frequently. 
mentioned that there is no need for 
repetition at this time. It may be inter- 
esting, however, to note that alterations 
are in progress on the Macdougal side 
of thé. block of old housés ‘purchased 
last March by a syndicate headed by W. 
Sloane Coffin; being the block bounded 
by. Macdougal, Houston, Sullivan and 
Bleecker Streets... With the -exception: 
of stores on the, Houston ‘street front 
the entire block will be retained for 
homes and small apartments, -and it. is 
the most important single opération of 
this “kitid’that: has been done in Old 
Greenwich in many years.:..Mr. Coffin 
has taken gn active part in improving 
the surroundings of the ancient Spring 
Street Presbyterian Church, just east 
of Varick Street, and he and his friends 
recently acquired the adjoining property 
fronting on Varick Street for. church 
uses in addition to property in the rear 
on Dominick Street. 


Mr. Coffin has also taken a leading 
part’ in improving the fine old Charlton 
Street houses in the quiet block between 
Varick and Macdougal Streets, and to 
his ownership there he recently -‘ac- 
quired from Trinity three of the best 
houses, those at 47 to 51, inclusive, the 
latter being at the northwest corner of 
Varick Street. Plans were filed by his 
architect, Francis Y. Joannes, last week 
for alterations costing $30,000. The cor- 
ner house and that at 49 acquired con- 
siderable popularity a few years ago 
when they were used by the late 
Countess Annie Leary for her ItaHan 
schools, the house at 51 being known as 
the Christopher Columbus Institute. Two 
similar houses were cut off when the 
street was widened, leaving a small 
vacant plot at the immediate corner, 
adjoining the house#at 51 Charlton 





Street. 








The Cotfrt of Appeals has just rendered 
an important decision, which holds that 
the New York zoning ordinance is con- 
stitutional and does not .constitute a 
defect justifying the rejection of a title. 
The action was brought by the Lincoln 
Trust Company against the Williams 
Building Company for the performance 
of contract. The property involved is 
located at 140th Street and St. Nicholas 
Avenue, for which the Williams Build- 
ing Corporation signed contracts to pur- 
chase but failed to carry them out when 
it was discovered that the property was 
affected by the zoning ordinance. 

The case, which is about four years 
old, was carried through the courts and 
finally the Lincoln Trust Company ap- 
pealed from a judgment of the Appellate 
Division, First "Department, reversing, 
two of the Justices dissenting, a judg- 
ment of the Special Term directing spe- 
cific performance of a contract for the 
purchase and sale of real estate. The 
facts, so far as material, are stated in 
the opinion. 

In his opinion, Judge McLaughlin 
says: ‘This action is»brought by a 
vendor against a vendee to procure a 
judgment directing specific performance 
of a contract for the purchase and sale 
of real estate in the City of New York. 

**'The complaint contains the usual al- 
legations pertaining to such an action 
and a copy of the contract is annexed 
to and made a part of it. The contract 
was dated Aug. 21, 1916. The purchase 
price was $50,000, $2,000 of which was 
paid at the time of the execution of the 
contract, $3,000 agreed to be paid on de- 
livery Of the deed and the balance to be 
secured by mortgages. 

‘"The answer did not put fn ites the 
wn | ated allegations of the complaint, 
but alleged that the contract provided 
the property was to be conveyed’ ‘free 


¢ | from all incumbrances,’ except certain 


ones. specified, and that it was, in fact, 
subject to an incumbrance by” virtue of 
a resolution of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment of the City of New 
York, entitled, 

bi? “A Tesolution regulating. and limiting 








designed for specified uses and estab- 
lishing the boundaries of districts for 
the said purposes,” which justified de- 
fendant in refusing to accept the title. 


“The plaintiff asked that defendant 
be required to specifically perform, and 
defendant asked that the complaint. be 
dismissed and plaintiff. be required to 
return the amount paid. The reply put 
in issue the validity of such resolution. 

“ The resolution referred to was passed 
July 25, 1916, pursuant to Chapter 466 of 
the laws of 1901, as amended by Chapter 
470 of the laws of 1914 and as further 


‘} amended by Chapter 497 of the laws of 


1916. The restrictions imposed are due 
to the so-called zoning law. 

** The defendant, according to the find- 
ings, did not; when it entered into the 
contract, have actual knowledge of the 
existence of the resolution, but, never- 
theless, both parties were oe to 
have such knowledge. 

** No evidence was offered saaeditiis to 
show that the resolution affected in any 
way the value of the property con- 





tracted to be conveyed, or that by 
reason thereof, if defendant took the 
title, it. would sustain any damage. 
(Riggs v. Purcell, 66 N. “Y. 193, 203.) 
The trial court sustained the plaintiff's 
contention. The Appellate Division re- 
versed and sustained the defendant's 


contention. 

‘‘The resolution divided, the real es- 
tate into three districts, ‘ residence dis- 
trict,’ ‘business district’ and °* un- 
restricted @istrict.’ The land which the 
defendant contracted to purchase was 
in the residence district. The question 
presented is whether the resolution con- 
stituted an incumbrance which would 
relieve the purchaser from its obligation 
to complete the purchase as provided in 


the contract. 

“In & great metropolis like New York, 
in which the public health, welfare, con- 
venfence and common are to be 
considered, I am of the opinion that the 
resolution was not an incumbrance, 
since it was a Figg exercise of the 
police power. e exercise of such 
power, within constitutional limitations, 
depends largely upon the discretion and

ASH REMOVAL IMPROVED. 


Bullding Managers Pleased at Street 
Department’s Action. 


Building mariagers have learned. with 
great’ satisfaction. of the recent decision 
the Street Cleaning Departniént made 
to resumé its former method of hon+ 
oring permits of private cartmen and 
others at the Department’s ash dumps, 

‘When building construction a few 
vears ago was being carried on more 
extensively than during the last two or 
three years.'’ states J. Clydesdale Cush- 
man, Secretary of the Building Mana- 
gers’. and Owners’ Association. ‘* steam 
ashes were a salable by-product. Ash 
removal contractors freauently made 
large profit by not only charging build- 
ings for removing ashes, but would, by 
carting only a few blocks, sell their 
loads to builders for concrete construc- 
tion wor The lessening of building 
construction. coupled with the suspen- 
sion by the Street Cleaning Department 
of providing scows to remove this refuse 
caused a severe hardship upon cartmen 
who, in many cases it is known, were 
required to haul truckloads of ashes 
14 miles to a location sanctioned by 
the city. 

Arthur C. Barg, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee appointed by President Charles 
B. Best, in speaking of the hardships 
recently encounted in ash-removal, said: 

“Up to two or three years azo the 
public cartmen, which managers’ of 
buildings employed to remove the ashes 
which accumulated in the boiler rooms, 
encountered no difficulty in disvosing of 
them at the city ash dumps where 
scows were provided to carry the refuse 
out to sea or which were used in re- 
claiming swamp lands. While this serv- 
ice cost’ biiildings then from 3 to 6 
cents per can, the price has since risen 


to an average of 25 cents per can in 
the downtown district, increasing this 
re ting item between 400 and 700 per 
cent..’’ 

The activities of Mr. Bane’s commit- 
tee in effecting an improvement in these 
conditions is welcomed bv owners of 
buildin, building ‘managers and cart- 
men alike for the part it played. in 
ending a situation which has proved an-
